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In the Presence of a Large As¬ 
sembly, the Confederate 
Shaft Was Unveiled. 


SKY SMILED UPON THE SCENE. 


Daughters of the Confederacy, Veter¬ 
ans, Militia, School Children and 
Citizens Took Part.' 

Birmingham, Ala.—Under a bright 
'Sky in the presence of thousands of 
men, women and children of Birming¬ 
ham, the splendid Confederate monu¬ 
ment in Capitol Park erected by Pel¬ 
ham Chapter, United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, was unveiled Wednesday. 

The event was attended with all the 
pomp and dignity demanded by an oc¬ 
casion of such keen historic interest. 

A monster parade through the prin¬ 
cipal streets of the city to the park 
preceded the ceremonies at the monu¬ 
ment. The parade formed in Third 
avenue opposite the court house and 
after proceeding through the down 
town districts moved to the park, 
which was reached at 11 o’cloek. 

There the interesting ceremonies in¬ 
cidental to the unveiling took place. 
A stand for the speakers had been 
erected to the north of the monu¬ 
ment, and upon it were gathered the 
participants in the regular program, 
the officers and members of Pelham 
Chapter, the sponsors and other nota¬ 
bles. 

Packed around the stand and the 
monument were several thousand peo¬ 
ple, all intent upon witnessing the in¬ 
teresting event and every one keenly 
alive to the significance of the occa¬ 
sion. 

Military was used to keep the 
crows back. Gathered nearest the 
speakeirs’ stand were the children 
from the Birmingham high school, 
while Prof. J. B. Cunningham, of that 
school, had a place on the stand. 

Called to Order. 

At exactly 11 o’clock Mrs. J. A. 
Rountree, president of Pelham Chap¬ 
ter, United Daughters of the Confed¬ 
eracy, lifted a beautifully decorated 
gavel and rapped the vast assemblage 
to order. 

The ease with which the crowd was 
controlled was noticeable. There was 
instant attention as the announce¬ 
ment was made by Mrs. , Rountree 
that Dr. L. S. Handley, pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, would in¬ 
voke the divine blessing. 

With bowed heads the great con¬ 
course stood and listened attentively 
to the fervent prayer of the eloquent 
minister. Dr. Handley’s prayer was 
peculiarly, appropriate. He thanked 
God for having given this country such 
ncble men as those in whose memory 
the shaft was erected. He prayed the 
divine blessing upon the occasion.- He 
spoke most eloquently of the men who 
had given their lives for the South 
and thanked the divine spirit for a re¬ 
united country, closing with the Lord’s 
Prayer, in which the great assemblage 
joined. 

When Dr. Handley had concluded 
the band played the “Bonnie Blue 
Flag,” and the high school pupils and 
many others in the audience joined in 
singing this patriotic air. Flags were 
waved and cheers rent the air as the 
words of this famous song v/ere waft¬ 
ed upon the gentle breezes which 
blew across the park. 

Mrs. Rountree Speaks. 

Next on the program were the in¬ 
troductory remarks by Mrs. Rountree, 
who was in charge of the ceremonies. 

The Un\^iling. 

When Mrs. Rountree had concluded 
word was given for the monument to 
be unveiled. Confederate colors had 
been wrapped around the die of the 
monument. On one side stood little 
Miss Selene Rountree and on the 
other Master Charles Clisby. At the 
word they pulled cords and the cloth 
which had hidden the die dropped, 
amid wild plaudits from the multitude 
Then the band played “Dixie” and a 
scene of great enthusiasm followed, 
Those who occupied the speakers’ 
stand arose and joined in the demon¬ 
stration. The air was filled with wav¬ 
ing flags and fluttering handkerchiefs. 
The scene was inspiring. 

Mrs." Brown’s Speech. 

Next came the presen'/ition of the 
monument by Mrs. Charles G. Brown, 
chairman of the monument commit¬ 
tee of Pelham Chapter. Mrs. Brown 
received the closest attention while 
she spoke and was heartily applauded 
Its History. 

The cornerstone of the Confedei lte 
monument, which was unveiled at 
Capitol Park Wednesday, was laid on 
the afternoon of Thursday, April 2Gt'i, 
1894, attended with appropriate and 
most impressive ceremonies and in the 
presence of a vast multitude, including 
many prominent Confederate veterans. 
This occasion was the orowning event

which wats held in Birmingham that 
year. 

Preceding the ceremonies at the 
park, the grand review of the veterans 
took place. The procession formed on 
Avenue E and moved along Twenty- 
first street across the bridge and 
marched to Park avenue. The review¬ 
ing stand was at the head of Twen¬ 
tieth street and on it stood the late 
Gen. John B. Gordon, at the time com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Confed¬ 
erate Veterans, and all the ranking 
officers of that organization, the gov¬ 
ernors of several of the Southern 
states, and about one hundred other 
distinguished personages. 

The column marched by the review¬ 
ing stand to the rear of the park, and 
then entered, forming around the 
foundation of the monument. 

General Lee Spoke. 

General Lee was received with tre¬ 
mendous applause, and spoke at con¬ 
siderable length voicing the sentiment 
of the occasion and recounting the 
heroism displayed by soldiers of the 
Confederacy during the civil war. In 
conclusion he said: “As we lay this 
cornerstone and leave others to finish 
our work, so may the blood of our 
martyrs be the seed of such a race in 
the future. May we take up our life 
work of loyalty to our reunited coun¬ 
try as we lay it down, and crown It 
with success worthy of our fore¬ 
fathers. What higher praise can a 
man have than is conveyed in the 
words ‘Confederate soldier?’ Palsied 
be the tongue that would cast a slur 
upon his memory and recreant is the 
son who does not glory in such a sire.” 

Cornerstone Laid. 

The cornerstone was then laid by 
the late Hon. Francis L. Pettus, at 
that time grand master of the Masons' 
of Alabama. The corn, wine and oil 
were poured by Misses Nellie John¬ 
ston, Carrie Cobbs and Lucille Lane, 
three dainty little misses who were ap¬ 
propriately costumed for the occasion, 
one wearing red, another white and 
the third blue. When the stone had 
been adjusted General Gordon de¬ 
clared it set amid great enthusiasm. 

The benediction was pronounced by 
Rev. Dr. J. B. Martin, of Tennessee, 
after which the band played “Dixie” 
and the vast assemblage dispersed. 

Site Chosen. 

On March 22 the site was chosen. 
Mayor Fox made a short and eloquent 
talk, dedicating the ground to the 
sacred uses of a Confederate monu¬ 
ment, and baptized the spot with a 
bottle of wine. The first stroke of 
the pick was made by Commander 
Rufus N. Rhodes, of Camp Clayton, 
the second by Gen. Fred S. Ferguson, 
of the United Confederate Veterans, 
and the third by Mayor Fox. 

The foundation was gotten ready 
for the cornerstone, which was laid 
on April 26, 1894, as previously stated. 

On the east side of the cornerstone, 
facing the rising sun, are the words: 
“In Honor of the Confederate Soldiers 
and Sailors.” On the north side are 
the words: “Cornerstone Laid April 
26, A. D., 1894.” 

The total cost of the foundation was 

? 1 , 020 . 

Work of Pelham Chapter. 

The history of the monument itself' 
is an interesting story extending over 
a period of the last five years. The 
success of the project is due chiefly 
to the efforts of Pelham Chapter, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
which has raised funds for the three 
stone bases and die and the monu¬ 
ment itself, which stands forty-three 
feet six inches from the ground. 

Mrs. A. A. Clisby was the president 
of the chapter when the idea was first 
suggested by Mrs. J. U. Hardeman, 
who gave to the chapter a marble shaft 
fortyseven feet in height and sixteen 
inches square, which had been pre¬ 
sented to her by the Talladega marble 
works after its exhibition at the state 
fair. The ladies at first thought the 
project beyond their means, and after 
they had decided to undertake it the 
marble was found inadequate for the 
purpose planned. Undaunted, how¬ 
ever, a committee was formed and 
work was begun to raise funds for a 
larger and more expensive shaft. 

Mr. L. N. Archer was selected to de¬ 
sign and erect the monument. He 
gives now a conservative estimate of 
the value of the monument as $4,000, 
although his bid was below this price, 
his idea being to aid the ladies and to 
keep the contract within the hands of 
a local firm. The ladies consider 
themselves peculiarly fortunte in hav¬ 
ing so generous an offer made them. 

The Monument. 

The monument stands as a straight 
shaft on a die and cap. On the die 
are the inscriptions and the designs, 
the crossed sabers for the cavalry, the 
muskets for the infantry and the 
anchor for the navy. On the four 
corners of the base are balls, repre¬ 
senting the artillery. The inscription 
on one side reads: “The manner of 
their death was the crowniflg glory of 
their lives.”—Jefferson Davis. 

The other inscription is on the front 
and reads: “To the memory .of the 
Confederate soldiers and sailors. 
Erected by Pelham Chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, Bir-

Railroad Earnings in -Alabama. 

The table of statistics published be¬ 
low, which has been carefully compiled 
from the reports of the several fail- 
roads named to the railroad commis¬ 
sion for the year 1903, shows that 
there are 23,531 employes in Alabama, 
and that they receive an average daily 
compensation of $1.73. The railroads 
therefore pay out daily in Alabama to 
their employes $40,708.63; .monthly, 
$1,221,258.90;' annually, ' $14,655,106.80. 
This money of course remains in Ala¬ 
bama and is expended by these em¬ 
ployes in the different communities 
where they reside. It is estimated 
that the railroads received durin;, 
that year aiiproximately only $9,205,- 
185.99 from their local traffic, and it 
will be seen therefore that the rail¬ 
roads paid out to their employes $5,- 
449,920.81 more money than they re¬ 
ceived from their domestic business. 
This excess was, of course, paid out 
of the interstate earnings. It should 
not be forgotten also that these rail¬ 
roads buy, as fuel for their engines in 
the Birmingham district large quan¬ 
tities of coal, and also buy steel rails, 
iron and other equipments, which 
amounts to many hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of dollars, and to this should be 
added the cost of depots, etc. The 
railroads also pay about six hundred 
thousand dollars annually for state 
and county taxes, about $160,000.00 of 
this goes direct to the public school 
fund, and about $54,000 to the soldier 
tax, and the remainder, $266,000, into 
the general fund. They also pay 
about $13,000 license tax which is 
used to defray the salaries and ex¬ 
penses of the railroad commission of 
the state. It should be remembered 
that all of this money remains in Ala¬ 
bama, and^ will cover approximately 
all the earnings of the railroads in 
Alabama. 

These figures and facts should be 
given careful consideration by all 
those who are now studying the trans- 


portation problem in this state.

Infant Murdered—Mother Arrested. 

Decatur, Ala.—Intense interest has 
been aroused over the sensational an¬ 
nouncement that a male child a few 
days old has been found with its 
throat cut from ear to ear. Clara 
Glenn, a white servant in a family 
living about three miles west of this 
place, is said to be the mother, and 
a well-known man has been named as 
the child’s father. The supposed 
mother has been charged with the 
murder. A coroner’s jury is inves¬ 
tigating. 


Gas Pressure Is Strong. 

Huntsville, Ala.—The pressure of 
gas in the latest gas well of the New 
York-Alabama Oil Company, near 
Green, hag been tested and .found to 
be 150 pounds to the inch. The com¬ 
pany has three wells within a square 
mile in the northern part of Madison 
county, and is setting up drilling ma¬ 
chinery on the site of another.

Texas Tornado Almost Razes 
Laredo—Call for Help for 
Homeless and Injured; 


FINE SEMINARY BLOWN DOWN. 


Damage Extends Over the Whole City 
and Telegr’aphic Communication 
Is Entirely Cut Off. 

Laredo, Tex.—Later details from the 
tornado which struck this city Satur¬ 
day evening indicate that first repqrts 
were by no means exaggerated, either 
as to the number of lives sacrificed 
or the financial damage resulting. 
Scores of people were injured and are 
being attended by the various physi¬ 
cians. 

It will be impossible to state the 
number of the injured, but it is not be¬ 
lieved that many deaths will result 
from injuries. 

The number killed is sixteen in this 
city. Among the dead are: 

The Dead. 

Juan Guerrero, aged 46. 

Julia Guerrero, aged 1. 

Savania Guerrero, aged 22.

Unknown man, servant Laredo sem¬ 
inary.

Three members of a family named

One woman and two boys, aged 8 
and 9 years respectively, named Bar¬ 
rera. 

Miss Gayetan, aged 17 years. 

Four of the first mentioned were 
employed on the ranch of George 
Woodman. They were all crushed to 
death by the falling in of the heavy 
walls of the adobe house which they 
occupied. The others mentioned in 
the list met their fate in a like man¬ 
ner. The damage wrought at the 
Lared® seminary is severe. Not one 
of the group of magnificent buildings 
which go to make up that institution 
escaped damage. The barracks, the 
primary building, Emery hall and the 
chapel were damaged 5.0 to 75 per 
cent. The escape from death of the 
teachers at present quartered in the 
institution is considered miraculous, 
as the walls of some of the buildings 
which they occupied were completely 
demolished. Mrs. Easley, one of the 
teachers, was heroically rescued by 
several young cadets, students of the 
institution. They lowered her by a 
rope from a second story. She was 
badly bruised. 

The Mexican National hospital build¬ 
ing had the roof lifted from the edi¬ 
fice and it will require much time to 
replace the building for patients. 

Whole Town Has Suffered. 

A trip through the town fails to 
show a locality that has not suffered 
more or less from the storm. Trees, 
fences, telegraph and telephone poles, 
corrugated roofs, chimneys and walls 
and debris of all imaginable kinds 
strew the streets. 

The city authorities have set dili¬ 
gently at work cleaning away the 
wreckage of the storm, and at a late 
hour the city is beginning to assume 
its customary tranquil appearance. 
Lineman are at work endeavoring to 
straighten out the tangle of wires, and 
it is believed th’at within two days the 
electric light service can be resumed. 
It is hoped to re-establish telegraphic 
communication, at least partially with¬ 
in two days. 

Conditions in New Laredo, across 
the Rio Grande river, are similar to 
those existing on this side. It is not 
officially known how many dead or 
injured there are, but in an interview 
tonight, a city official of that place 
stated there were five dead that he 
knew of, although rumor has it that 
ten lives were lost. The five known 
dead added to the list of dead on this 
side of the river would bring the num¬ 
ber of dead in both cities up to twen¬ 
ty-one persons. 

The storm made its appearance from 
the southwest in the neighborhood of 
Lampasas, Mexico, 72 miles from this 
city, and it is reported that great 
havoc was wrought in that locality, 
although it is not thought that any 
loss of life resulted. 

Dr. H. J. Hamilton, of the United 
States marine hospital service, has 
placed 150 tents with bedding, etc., at 
the disposal of the homeless. 


Mayor Appeals for Aid.' 

Austin, Tex.—The following com¬ 
munication from Mayor Sanchez, of 
Laredo, addressed to Governor Lan- 
ham, was received: 

“Laredo appeals .to you and through 
you to the good people of Texas for 
immediate aid in our great misfortune 
of last evening. The cyclone wrought 
untold damage to this city. Several 
lives were lost, and distressing condi¬ 
tions prevail. It is impossible just 
now to state the extent of the loss of l 
life and the damage to property, but 
we have seen enough to satisfy us that 
we need immediate assistance to re¬ 
lieve the suffering and the homeless.” 

In response to this request Governor 
Lanham issued a general appeal for 
help, expressing the wish that Texas 
in general would be liberal and prompt 
in their help. 


Gen. Fitz Lee Dead. 

'Washington, D. C.—Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, United States army, retired, and 
one of Virginia’s foremost sons, died 
at the Providence hospital here Friday 
night from an attack of appoplcpcy, 
V'hich he suffered early Friday morn¬ 
ing on a train while en route from 
Boston' to Washington. 

After General Lee had been re¬ 
moved to the hospital it was evident 
to the attending physicians that his 
casci was a serious one, but they be¬ 
lieved that hi« strong vitality and will 
power would assist materially in at | 
least a partial recovery from the at¬ 
tack. His condition remained fair, 
considering the severity of the attack, 
during the day, but shcwtly after 9 
o’clock he began to grow weaker, his 
breathing became more rapid and his 
pulse lower, terminating in less than 
two hours in death. 

The end was peaceful and without 
pain; the general remaining conscious 
until five minutes of the end. Half an 
hour before death Genc.ral Lee recog¬ 
nized his brother, Daniel, who came 
into the room for a moment. 

In the room where he died were Dr. 
Montgomery, one of the physicians at 
the hospital. Miss Dorse,v, a relative 
and a nurse, two of the attending phy¬ 
sicians, Drs. Edie and Kean, having 
retired temporarily. A pathetic fea¬ 
ture of the case is that although Gen¬ 
eral Lee was blessed with a family 
consisting of a wife and five children, 
not one of them was with him at the 
time of his death. The general was 68 
years of age.

Two men stood guard outside. The 
robbers were discovered at their work 
at the state bank, and a fight between 
tbe guards and citizens bcigan. The 
noise of firing attracted other citizens. 
A lively fusilade occurred in which 
one citizen was hurt, but not fatally. 
The robbers escaped toward the 
south, carrying between $450 and $500 
about $60 in nickels and the rest in 
silver.

The cargo on board consisted 
of 3,000 tons of hard rock phosphate 
and was bound for Manchester, Eng¬ 
land. Mr. Sudlow, Lloyd’s agent, will 
proceed to the wreck to see what the 
chance is for saving the cargo and 
raising the vessel, both being heavily 
insured through Lloyd’s. 


Woman Killed by Lightning. 

Butaw, Ala.—Mrs. R. R. Cameron, 
the wife of a prominent citizen of the 
western part of this county, was 
struck and killed by lightning Satur¬ 
day morning. 


Students Are Held Up. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala.—Two students of 
the university had a rather exciting 
experience in the way of a hold up on 
their return, to barracks Saturday 
night. As they were approaching the 
little strip of woods just before reach¬ 
ing the campus two men stepped in 
front of them and called hands up. 
The young men, however, who were 
not armed, jumped behind a tree and 
then ran to Profa«sor Brownell’s resi¬ 
dence, where they borrowed a pistol 
and telephoned for the police. Noth¬ 
ing could be seen of the highwaymen, 
however, when search was made. 
This is the second affair of this kind 
that has happened to students in the 
past several months. 


Bold Highwayman Caught. 
Selma, Ala.—Saturday a constable 
of Ponces precinct brought,- to the 
county jail Claudius Taylor, a negro, 
charging him with highway robbery. 
Thursday night while W. T. 'Weisin- 
ger and his clerk, W. T. Andrews, 
w€.ye in the store at Lon^, Ala., about 
twenty-five miles from the city, a man 
with his face and arms covered with 
amut sprang into the store and with 
drawn pistol made them hold up their 
hands, and then got out of the store. 
The robber then took the cash drawer 
containing about $40 and left beifore 
the two men could get weapons and 
return. A little negro boy, who was 
in the store, told Mr. Weisinger upon 
his return that the robber was none 
other than Claudius Taylor, a yellow 
negro, who had blackened him face: 

The tracks of the robber were fol¬ 
lowed, and it was found where he had 
spent the night near his store, ancf he 
was arrested, and was identified by 
both Mr. 'W'eilsinger and the clerk. 

About three weeks ago a negro, with 
his face full of smut, stopped in the 
store at Longs and asked Mr. Andrews 
if he would not give hhn $5 in cur¬ 
rency for that amount of silver. The 
young man got the bill out of the 
drawer, when the ncigro grabbed the 
money and darted out of the store, 
at the same time flourishing a pistol. 
It is thought that the robber of the 
previous occasion and of Thursday 
night were one and the same party. 


Raising Money to Build Electric Line. 

Selrna, Ala.—^A large crowd attend¬ 
ed thei citizens’ meeting Friday night 
at the court house to discuss the pro¬ 
posed electric car line from Selma to 
Marlon. Delegations from Marion and 
smaller towns were present .and the 
Marion delegation stated that they 
had raised $16,000 and right-of-way for 
the line. Felix.had raised $5,200 and 
secured right-of-way in that neighbor¬ 
hood, and T. L. Barker, of Summer- 
field, who is securing the right-of-way 
in Dallas, said that every land owner 
would give the line a right-of-way and 
that he would give the linci twenty 
acres near Summerfield for a jiark. 

G. L. Waller, chairman of the sub¬ 
scription committee for Salma, said 
his committee had accomplished 
comparatively nothing, as they were 
waiting to see what Marion would do. 
Seven citizens of the meeting then 
subscribed $3,000, and the Selma com¬ 
mittee promised to go to work secur¬ 
ing subscriptions immediately. 


Leg Broken by a Fall. 
Florence, Ala.-—J. C. Smith, a trans¬ 
fer wagon driver, fell from his wagon. 
The wagon upset as it was crossing a 
railroad track and several rocks in 
it fell on Smith and broke his log. 


Destruction by Storm. 

. Huntsville, Ala.—A severe wind and 
rain storm worked destruction here 
Saturday, blowing down telephone, 
telegraph and electric wires and big 
shade trees. The parapet was blown 
from the Stegall hotel and a negro 
woman was fatally injured. 


Killed in Reader Mine. 
Bessemer, Ala.—M. L. Warren was 
killed in the Reeder ore mine while at 
work on the pumps, by a car of ore 
passing over him on its way up the 
slope. Warren was a pump-tender, 
and was making some small repairs on 
the pipes or machinery, and was 
kneeling on the track. The car was 
being drawn up the slope by the hoist¬ 
ing engine, and the unfortunate man 
either did not know it to be coming, 
or did not realize its proximity, and 
was cut down before he codld make 
his escape. He died one hour after 
the accident. 

Hail Two Inches in Diameter. 

Bessemer, Ala.—Bessemer'^and vicin¬ 
ity was visited by a severe hail storm, 
the hail being very heavy in ,many 
places, injuring gardens and knocking 
off fruit. The hail stones were large, 
several measured being two inches i:i 
diameter, and from the height of the 
cloud the stones falling with such 
force as to break windows and cause 
horses to run away.

He was out several weeks 
ago fighting a forest fire when he be¬ 
came overlieated. From this he con¬ 
tracted a cold which quickly developed 
into pneumonia and caused his death 
in three days. 


Will Hesng in June. 

Gadsden, Ala.—Bob Wiatts, charged 
with the murder of old man Purd 
■Vi^inkle, tried, found guilty and the 
death sentence pronounced, wilj be 
hanged on the 2nd day of Junci, 1905. 
'Watts will not make a fight for his 
life, but will take the sentence of the 
court and die by hanging. 


Murdered and Robbed. 

Fruithurst, Ala.—Andrew Sunberg, 
an old bachelor, about 60 years old, 
living alone one-half mile north of 
here, was found dead Friday, lying on 
the floor with a bullet wound on the 
body. There is no clue as yet. 

A coroner’s Inquest' was held and 
rendered a verdict that he came to his 
death by having been shot by a pistol 
held in the hands of another person. 
It is supposed the murder was com¬ 
mitted for the purpose of robbery, as 
no imoney was found on his person. 
A small drawer where he kept his 
change was ransacked, and a fine gold 
watch ia missing. Search was made 
and in another drawer was found a 
pocketbook containing $122 in cur¬ 
rency and about $8,000 in bank deposit 
certificates and notes. 


One Killed and One Injured. 
Florence, Ala.—J. C. Smith, a driver 
for a local transfer line, was the yic- 
tim of a peculiar accident Friday. Pie 
was hauling a load of stone in front of 
the Southc.rn depot, and just as he 
crossed the railroad track he attempt¬ 
ed to jump from the wagon. As he 
did so his foot caught in a large storte, 
and he fell, the stone falling on top 
of him. His leg was broken above 
the knee and he sustainc,'! other pain¬ 
ful injuries. A roustabout on the 
steamer J. T. Reeder, which was an¬ 
chored near the Southern bridge Fri¬ 
day was drowned while attempting to 
board the steameir. 


Hail Storm. 

Bridgton, Ala.—A hail .storm which 
almost destroyed all growing crops in 
this community and which came near 
causing the death of several citizens, 
occurred Thursday, extending over a 
belt of about four milCiS wide, and 
lasting from twenty to thirty minutes. 

The hail stones were nearly as largo 
as hen’s eggs. 

Cotton and many other crops were 
almost entirely destroyed. Most of 
the standing corn was also battered 
dewn. 

Traffic Stiil Tied Up. 

Las 'Vegas, N. M.—Flood conditions 
on the Santa Fe railway are practical¬ 
ly unchanged. Approximately 1,000 
passengers bound east are' detained. 
No time at which the blockade will 
be lifted can be fixed. 


Handie Factory Burned. 

Gadsden, Ala.—The Gadsden handle 
factory was totally destroyed by fire 
Saturday, the flames being discove.red 
by E. B. Rainey, the owner, who was 
awakened by a glare on the window 
of his residence near by. His negro 
watchman was found near by fright¬ 
ened almost to death. He never gave 
an alarm. 

The fire originated in the boiler 
room. The fire company responded, 
but was hampered by lack of fire hy¬ 
drants. The plant was valued at'$2,- 
500. Handles completei and ready for 
shipment were worth $3,000, and ma¬ 
terial $600; insurance, $3,500. Thirty 
men are thrown out of employment, 
and the plant may not be rebuilt. 


Thrown From Vehicle. 

Guin, Ala.—J. H. Riley, an old and 
respected citizen of this lown, was 
I'ery painfully injured by a accident 
here while attempting to get into a 
vehicle with B. L. Cantrell. 

The horse became frightened at Mr. 
Riley and ran away, running the ve¬ 
hicle against a -shade tree, throwing 
both to the ground. 

Mr. Riley was pretty badly bruised 
about the face, one cut above the right 
eye, and tongue cut.

Editor Advocate: 

Please allow me space in your 
paper to say to tile President and 
Secretary of each beat organiza¬ 
tion of the Southern Cotton As¬ 
sociation to prepare a duplicate^ 
copy of the membership of their 
respective beats on enrollment 
sheets that have been furnished 
each of them, and forward same to 
me at once so that 1 may be able 
to report to the Secretary of the 
State organization. The real 
members are those who have paid 
their initiation fee. 

By a careful studj’ of the con¬ 
stitution and by-laws of this 
Association the officers can readily 
determine what reports have to be 
made to the county organization. 

If I can assist anyone in regard 
to information wanted I am reaily 
to lend a helping hand whenever I 
am commanded. 

I want to say further that, as 
many people have sold their cbtton 
and are still selling, it seems dis¬ 
couraging to many of us, but 
nevertheless, we must remember 
that we cant expect to command 
anything great in so short a time. 
We must begin now to sow that 
we may be able to reap when the 
next harvest time comes. If we 
wait until harvest time to sow 
seeds can we expect to reap,any¬ 
thing? Why certainly not. 

Many who are selling their cot 
ton are almost forced to sell to 
settle off their obligations. Others 
have become excited for fear the 
price will not be any better, thus 
violating their pledges and 
promises to their fellowman. 

The boogar-boo’s made by some 
of the papers that the acreage will 
not be reduced, and that thene is 
more fertilizer being used under 
cotton than that of last year has 
scared a great many cotton holders, 
and indeed it seems like Something 
to be scared for, but there is quite 
a contrast in the reports of those 
papers and some of our leading 
farm journals, which lend their in¬ 
fluence to the interest of the 
farmers. 

The fact is, I believe, that the 
acreage will be reduced consider- 
ab!}’ except in some few localities, 
and no dotibt a great deal of com¬ 
mercial fertilizers are being used. 
But according to reports a large 
percentage of it is being used in 
truck farming and under corn. 

Really I think it would be better 
for the priQe of cotton to remain 
low and the cotton growers to re 
main scared until the cotton plant¬ 
ing season is over. Then perhaps 
many would reduce the acreage 
that would not otherwise. There 
fore raising more hog and hominy, 
living at home independent of 
trusts and monopolies.

Bank Buys Gold Bars. 

Mexlc* City, Mexico.—The National 
bank has been buying gold bars. A 
fund of $10,000,000 has been trans¬ 
ferred to the exchange and currency 
commission, established under the 
new monetary law. There has been 
no hitch in establishing a gold stand¬ 
ard, and in a few days the mint will 
begin coining new, money. There 
has been no derangement of commer¬ 
cial affairs. 


Birir:,1ngham,, Ala.—Because of a re¬ 
fusal on the part of the master elec¬ 
trical workers to accede to demands 
for higher wages and shorter hours, 
the members of Birmingham Union. 
United Electrical Workers, went out 
on Strike Friday morning. 

The workers asked for $4 per day 
and eight hours to constitute a day.

3. compromise was offered with eight 
hours to constitute a day aiW the 
wage to he $3.20. The master elec¬ 
trical workers declined to give the 
wage offered instead of $3.25 for eight 
and one-half hours a day. The strike 
effected'every shop in town and not 
less than fifty men are interested. 


Town Full of Buyers. 

Cullman, Ala.—The town has been 
flooded with strawberry buyers from 
Northern and Soutbern markets the 
past week, some coming from as far 
north as Detroit, Mich., while others 
are here from Montgomery, Mobile and 
Birmingham. It is. said by several of 
the buyers that the Cullman berry is 
a universal favorite on the market and 
that there is a growing demand for 
the Cullman production. Should the 
sun shine nice and warm for three or 
four days more car shipments will be¬ 
gin and dealers will then flock from 
eiery direction. 


Accident Causes Death. 

Centerville, Ala.—A distressing acci¬ 
dent occurred about four miles from 
Centerville Thursday. John E. Jones 
a prominent farmer of this county, 
was going to his field riding a mule. 
The mule became frightened and in 
some way Mr. Jones became entan¬ 
gled in the plow gear and was dragged 
across a new ground and terribly hurt. 
He lingered until about 7 o’clock' in 
the evening, when death relieved him 
of his sufferings. He was considered 
one of the beat citizens of this section, 
and leaves a wife and several chil¬ 
dren. He was a gallant soldier in the 
late war. 


Returned for Babe. 

Wetumpka, Ala.—Near Nixberg, in 
Coosa county, on May 2 a white child, 
apparently two or three days old, was 
found in the woods near a graveyard.

Montgomery, Ala.—The Alabama 
Central Railroad Company, a new cor¬ 
poration, began operating trains Fri¬ 
day over is eight miles of tracks be¬ 
tween Booth station and Autaugaville, 
au important interior town of Autauga 
county. The line strikes the main 
system of the Mobile and Ohio rail¬ 
road at Booth, tweny miles west of 
Montgomery. 

Autaugaville has been heretofore 
remote fro,m a railroad. The building 
of the line has covered two years. It 
runs through a rich cotton section 
and also virgin hardwood forests. J. 
W. Dimmick, of Montgomery, is pre.s- 
ident of the company. 


W'inthrop’s Memory Honored. 

New London, Conn.—The memory 
of John Winthrop, the younger, the 
first governor of the colony of Con¬ 
necticut under royal charter, was hon¬ 
ored in the unveiling of a bronze 
statue of heroic size. The occasion 
was the 259th anniversary of the 
founding of New London by the young¬ 
er Winthrop. Governor Roberts and 
many other distinguished men of the 
state were present. 


Coy Killed by Accident. 

Gadsden, Ala.—The news has reach¬ 
ed here of the accidental death of a 
12-year-old son of Charlie Wakefield, a 
farmer who is living the farm of 
E. A. Gilliland, in Little \ 'Bis valley, 
some fifteen miles north >f Gadsden, 
last Saturday afternoon at 2:30. 

Mr. Wakefield and his son were on 
the banks of Wills creek fishing, and 
had with them a vicious dog. About 
2 o’clock an Alabama Great Southern 
train came along and stopped at Ree- 
saile to do some switching. As the 
train came along the Wakefield dog 
ran alongside of it barking, and when 
tho train stopped Earl Shields, of Coi- 
linsvilie, a young man about 21 years 
old, stepped fro.m the caboose and re¬ 
marked to a train man that he believed 
he would kill the dog, at tlje same 
time drawing his gun and firing one 
shot from his 38. The bullet missed 
the dog and sped on for 150 yards 
striking young Wakefield, who was 
standing on the bank of the creek, in 
the head, just to the rear of his left 
oar, causing death in a few hours. 

Mr. Shields was ignorant of the boy 
being near. 


Cities Want to Merge. 

Anniston, Ala.—The initial step to¬ 
ward the union of Anniston and Ox¬ 
ford as one city was made Thursday 
at a meeting of the Commercial Club 
when a committee was appointed to 
discuss the matter with Oxford citi¬ 
zens. Should the two become one the 
population would be 25,000, a city 
fourth in size in the state. It is well 
known that no union c.an be m.ade 
without an act of the legislature or¬ 
dering an election on the question, but 
the initial step has been taken so that 
when tiie legislature meets all that 
will be necessary is to have a bill 
passed ordering this election and the 
holding of the election. 


Designs Accepted. 

Huntsville, Ala.—The design of 
Hummel & Sons, of this city, has been 
a.ccepted by the Huntsville chapter. 
Daughtors of the Confederacy, for the 
proposed Confederate monument. The 
monument will be placed in the county 
court yard, and will consist of a tali 
shaft, upon which the figure of a Con¬ 
federate soldier on sentry duty will 
stand, the whole to be of granite The 
cost will be between $2,500 and $3,000. 
The unveiling is expected to occur 
about October, and that ceremony will 
be a feature of the Confederate re¬ 
union if it is held in Huntsville. 


Pelham Monume.nt Shipped. 

Jacksonville, Ala.—Mrs. George H. 
Rowan, president of John Forney 
Chapter U. D. C., of this place, has re¬ 
ceived a letter informing her that the 
figure for the John Pelham monument 
to be erected in Jacksonville has been 
shipped from Italy, and that the con¬ 
tractors expect to have the monument 
ready for unveiling at some date in 
June next. 


Car Burglarized. 

Birmingham, Ala.—A freight car cf 
the Central of Georgia railroad was 
burglarized Thursday night and sev¬ 
eral articles of merchandise carried 
away. Tho seal of the car was 
broken by burglars and goods valued 
at about $50. The burglaries have 
'been few for the past two weeks, and 
the officers cf the railroad companies 
were congratulating themselves on the 
fact that they had about put a stop to 
this work. Although a strict ivatch is 
kept in the railroad yards, still the 
task of apprehending these burglars 
seems to be a difficult one. 


Kills Two and Himsslf. 

Clayton, N. M.—Fiiipe Alore, a 
wealthy ranchman, shot and killed Mr. 
and Mrs. Francisco Montorio at Bing¬ 
ham, thirty-five miles south of Clayton, 
and killed himself. Montorio was a 
member of one of the oldest families 
in the country, and Mrs. Montorio was 
noted for her beauty. Alore is said 
to have been deeply infatuated with 
her, and jealousy is supposed to have 
prompted the murder. 


Lincoln’s Relative Dead. 

Richmond, Va.—Abram B. Lincoln 
died at the old Lincoln homestead at 
Lacey Springs, in the VaJley of Vir¬ 
ginia, Friday, aged 82. His father, a 
cousin of Pi'esident Jmncoln, moved to 
this state from Kentucky a hundred 
years ago. 


/ Fell 115 Feet. 

Opelika, Ala.—A remarkable escape 
from death Thursday was that of a 
negro workman who fell from the top 
of the electric light smokestack, 115 
feet. He struck the ground on his side 
and was uninjured other than badly 
jolted. He was painting the stack and 
lost his hold. 


Girard, Ala.—'William Vaughan, col- 
01 ed, will be hanged at Seale, the coun¬ 
ty seat of Russell county, Monday, 
May 18, for the murder of his wife 
grandmother. After killing her he set 
fire to the house and left her body in 
tho flames. This will be the first le- 
.gal execution in Russell county in 
about six years. 


'Minister Bowen ill. 

Caracas, Venezuela.—Minister Bow¬ 
en has sailed for the United States. 
Secretary Hutchinson is in charge of 
the legation. 


First Hanging in Thirty Years. 

Newnan, Ga.—Greeley Phillips, a

The Storm Goes Over Indian 
Territory, Arkansas and 
Tenn. [Vlany Injured. 

TWO ARE KILLED IN ST. LOUIS 


Owl, I. T., Suffers Enormous Damage, 
Fifty Dwellings Entirely Blown 
' Away—Ten Persons Injured. 

Fort Worth, Tex.—A tornado struck 
Owl, 1. T., Friday evening and dam¬ 
aged the business part of the town 
to the extent of over $50,000. Two 
persons were killed and ten injured, 
four fatally. On account of the wires 
being down it was impossible to se¬ 
cure the names of those injured, hut 
it is known that a man and a little 
girl were killed. The storm strucK 
the town from the southwest as a 
passenger train on the Missouri, Kan¬ 
sas and Texas wa* coming into the 
depot. Nearly evei,, business house 
in the town was destroyed, and about 
fifty dwellings were carried away. 
Trees were blown in from a distance 
and distributed promiscuously through 
the town. The storm covered a path 
about 700 feet wide, and destroyed 
everything in its wake. The Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas road bad a work 
train at Coal Gate, and immediately 
after the storm had passed it started 
Cor the scene with all the physicians 
that could be secured. 

No damage was done to railroad 
property. The people of the town 
were frantic, and great crowds of 
women separated from their children 
ran out onto the prairie adjoining the 
city in search of them. 

The only school house- in the city 
was demolished, and it was in this 
building that the principal Injuries 
took place. T^e building was filled 
with children who had taken refuge 
from the storm, and nearly all of them 
were injured. All telephone and tele¬ 
graph wires in the path of the storm 
were damaged, and the true condi¬ 
tion of those injured will not be known, 
before morning. 

At Edmond, Okla., the wind destroy¬ 
ed several small buildings, demolish¬ 
ing the plate glass front of Deford’s 
store, and ruined shade and fruit trees 
by the thousands. 

At Mulhall, Okla., the hail dam¬ 
aged all growing crops and fruit and 
destroyed some property. 

Locally the only damage was from 
a severe dust storm, wliich was fol¬ 
lowed by the heaviest rain of the sea¬ 
son. 


Arkansas and Tennessee Suffer. 

Memphis, Tenn.—Specials from 
many towns of Arkansas and west 
Tennessee tell of heavy damage 
wrought by a terrific wind and rain¬ 
storm early Friday. 

At Pine Bluff culverts and bridges 
were washed away, trees torn down, 
wire communication impaired, and 
railway traffic delayed. Seven miles 
fiom Pine Bluff on the St. Louis and 
Iron Motmtain railway a culvert caved 
in with a freight train, and eleven 
cars were wrecked. Washouts on this 
road and on the Cotton Belt are re¬ 
ported both north and south of Pine 
Bluff. 

Hot Springs suffered from t'ne wind 
and rain, which at that point was at¬ 
tended by a severe electrical storm. 
Frail structures were damaged and 
trees blown down. 

At several towns in west Tennes¬ 
see considerable damage was wrought. 

No loss of life is reported. 


Two Killed in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo.—The severe thunder¬ 
storm and windstorm that swept over 
St. Louis and vicinity late Thursday 
night resulted in the death of two 
persems and injuries to eight, anj 
considerable damage to property. The 
dead: 

George Benton, aged 7, drowned. 

Charles Kroeger, farmer, Edwards- 
ville, struck by lightning. 

Injured: 

James T. Roberts, attorney, leg bro¬ 
ken and bruised. 

J. H. Grimm, attorney, leg broken. 

Mrs. Elmer L. Smith, ankle frac¬ 
tured. 

George Luehrman, Union, struck by 
lightning. 

William Nichol, Beileville, engineer, 
stunned by lightning. 

Mrs. Mary O’Connell and daughter, 
stunned by lightning. 

Along the East St. Louis levee, a 
mile of telegraph posts carrying 148 
wires were blov/n down, some heavy 
poles being broken into three pieces. 

William Nichol. a hoisting engineer 
near Bellville, was struck by lightning 
a.s he was hoisting six miners from a 
shaft. He was not overcome, however, 
and succeeded in bringing the miners 
safely to the second story and the 
occupants were taken out in boats.

Cincinnati, O.—Safe blowers semired 
$1,300 in money and nearly $200 worth 
of merchandise at the general store, 
of Todd & Boesch at Alexandria, Ky.

Big Ocean Liner Held Up by Ice. 


St. Johns, N. B.—The Allen line tur¬ 
bine steamer Victorian, from Liver¬ 
pool for Montreal, with 1,600 passen¬ 
gers, struck an ice floe one mile off 
Cape Ray at the entrance of the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. She is unable to pro¬ 
ceed farther, the ice being packed 
across Cabot Strait. The purser, who 
came ashore, reported that all on 
board were well. 


Moving Pavements Contemplated. 

Moving pavements, underground, to 
connect the east and west ends of 
New York, are-' contemplated. The 
scheme provides for two platforms; 
one moving at the rate of nine miles 
an hour, and the other at four, capa¬ 
ble of carrying 47,000 passengers an 
hour. 


English Bronze Medals. 

Originally 100,000 bronze medals 
were struck by the British for dist-.’i- 
biition to soldiers who toolv part in 
the South African war. Seme one in 
authority, however, objected that it 
would be unwise to issue the medals 
to natives. Consequently 59,000 med¬ 
als have been returned to the mint to 
be remelted. 


Struggle Between Fishes. 
jWiillet. the food fish %vhich the lar¬ 
ger portion of the game fish live upon 
and which they follow about, are 
found in enormous schools in the 
ocean. A small section—say 36,000 or 
50,000—will find their way in the lake 
looking for food, and a corresponding 
section of the attendant school of blue 
fish will follow them. 'When these 
fish once get in the gill nets trollers 
can make no appreciable impression 
upon them, no rnatter how hard they 
fish, and this small detachment is 
not 1 per cent of the school from 
\vhich it strayed. 


The Red Cross Founder. 

Henri Dunant, founder of the Red 
Cross movement, now seventy-six 
years of age, lives in ill-health near 
Lrke Constance, in SwitZ'erland. He 
was first inspired by reading the 
story of Florence Nightingale, and it 
occurred to him that some systematic 
arrangement might be made to pro¬ 
vide similar help to the wbunded in 
battle—an arrangement which should 
be recognized by both opposing forces. 
Accordingly he went to the battle at 
Solferino in order that he might see 
for himself what the results of war¬ 
fare were, and he was convinced that 
if the terrors were to he mitigated it 
would be by a properly recognized 
body. Then he spent some years lec¬ 
turing in various portions of Europe, 
attracting little attention at first and 
being generally regarded as a crank 
and no more. The first sympathetic 
help was from Napoleon III, who at' 
once determined 'that the ideas of the 
“mere civilian” should be p'ut 'into ef¬ 
fect as regards his armies. Dunant 
lived to see his triumph, when the 
nations of the world accepted his pro¬ 
posals in the Genevan conference of 
1864. 


luvostisatioii of iho P.-ickers, 

Very general interest has been inani- 
fe.sted ill the Government investigation 
now in progress into tlie mode of con¬ 
ducting business by the large packers 
located in Chicago and elsewliere- 
Much has been written upon tlie al¬ 
leged ille.gal and improper modes of 
business procetliiro coiinocted willi Ibe 
packing industry: but it seems that so 
far no definite charge of any kind has 
been sustained and no proof of illegal 
or inequitalile methods lias been dis¬ 
closed to the public. Wliile a wave of 
severe criticism of this great Industi'ial 
interest is now passing over the coun¬ 
try it nifght be well to ■remember that 
the packers have had as yet no oppor- 
tunitj- to make specific denial, the 
many indefinite charges of wron.g-do- 
Ing having never been formulated so 
that a categorical answer could be 
made. 

The recent report of Commis-sionor 
Garfield, which emliodied tho results 
of an official investigation niulertakeiv 
by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor of the United State.s. was a vin¬ 
dication of the AYestorn packers, but 
this result having been uuexiiected at¬ 
tempts iu many quarters to discredit it 
were made. 

In view of the situation as it now 
stands, liowever, attention may proper¬ 
ly be called to a few tacts that owing 
to popular clamor are now being ap¬ 
parently overlooked. Fair treatment 
iu this country has heretofore lieen ac¬ 
corded to all citizens whose affairs as¬ 
sume prominence in tlie pnblic eye and 
some of the facts tliat bear upon the 
relation of the packers to tlie com¬ 
merce of the country may at this time 
be briefly alluded to. It would be 
difficult to estimate the benefits gained 
liy tlie farmers of tlie country result¬ 
ing from tile oiier.getic enterprise of 
the packers, for whatever is of benefit 
to the farmer is a gain to the entire 
commerce of the country. And con¬ 
nected with their continnous ag.gres- 
sive work no feature perhaps lias been, 
more important than their efforts iu 
seeking outlets all over the world for 
the surplits products of the fanner. 
Our total exports of a.gricnltural prod¬ 
ucts have gained Init little iu the past 
twenty years, and leaving out corn, the 
total of all other farm products was 
far loss ill 190.3 than in 1891. But iu 
packing house products there was con¬ 
siderable gain during this period, be¬ 
cause an organized and powerful force 
has been bebiiid them seeking new and 
broader markets. 

Besides the benefits reaped by farm¬ 
ers on account of the enterprise and 
energy exercised hy the packers in at¬ 
taining commercial results b.v foreign 
trade, the great development in tho 
manufacture of packin,g house by-prod¬ 
ucts has added enormously to the 
value of all live stock raised in the 
United States. The waste material of - 
twenty years ago, then an expense to 
the packer, is now converted into ar¬ 
ticles of great value and, as an eco- • 
nomic fact, this must correspondingl.v 
increase the value to the farmer of 
every head of cattle marketed at the 
numerous stock yards of the country. 
Let these facts be remembered while 
now it is so popular to re.gard the 
great packing industry as deserving of 
condemnation. At least it must be ad¬ 
mitted that, so far. there is no ade¬ 
quate reason for tlie almost unani¬ 
mous liowl that may be heard every¬ 
where in the' face of the Garfield re¬ 
port above alluded to which practical- 
I,V exonerates the packers from the ob- 
scni'e and indefinite charges that have 
been for some time past made the sub¬ 
ject cf popular comment.

Special School Tax. 

Editor: 

1 want to say in regard to 
levying a special school tax, that 
there may be some who do not un¬ 
derstand how this tax is to be 
divided. The tax, if levied, will 
beequ'ally assessed on all taxable 
property in the county. It will 
also be equally divided among all 
children within the educational 
age in the county. Or, in other 
words, the districts which have 
more property will only receive 
their prorato according to ■ the 
numeration. 

Let me ask each voter to well 
consider this question before elec¬ 
tion dav, and be sure that he does 
not allow a paultiy tax to cause 
him to commit almost an un¬ 
pardonable error against bis pos¬ 
terity. This tax, if levied, will in¬ 
crease our school fund from 40 to 
50' per cent. Add even- 40 jter 
cent to what you now have and 
see how much it will lengthen 
your sclwol. It is just simply this, 
where you now have a school of 
5 months or 100 days/you will then 
have a school of 7 months or 140 
days. 

I, in conclusion, cordially invite 
any and all citizens who favor or 
oppose sajd t.axation, to meet witli 
the County Board of Education at 
Columbiana Saturday, May 13ih, 
at 1 o’clock P. M. for the purpose 
of discussing this question.

GINGER IS THEIR TIPPLE. 


Victims of the Habit Become Pitiable 
Wrecks in Time. 

The taking of ginger, in the form of 
essence or strong tincture, is revealed 
by a medical man as a growing form 
of inebriety both in this country and 
America. 

As its alcoholic strength is about 
double that of whiskey or brandy, the 
deleterious results of excessive indul¬ 
gence can be imagined. 

There is one recorded case In which 
the daily dose of a victim of “ginger- 
ism” was increased from 10 drops 
a pint in the course of three years. 
Though the habit is more practiced in 
the United States than in England, 
there are numbers of chemists in Lon¬ 
don who admit that they have regular 
customers for the repugnant essence, 
who buy comparatively large quanti¬ 
ties every week. 

The cause of the habit is nearly al¬ 
ways the same. “Gingerists” are peo¬ 
ple with weary brains and disordered 
stomachs who seek palliation of the 
results of overwork. They know that 
such drugs as morphia, chloral, co¬ 
caine and chloroform are accumula¬ 
tive in their effect upon the human 
system; they knov/ also that ginger 
was the homely remedy of their youth 
for stomachie troubles. 

It seems incredible, but it is a fact, 
that from the taking of a few drops of 
this powerful carminative for indiges¬ 
tion a “gingerist” will grow into the 
habit of taking large doses, as a tonic, 
a sedative and a palliative. 

So far inquiries show that women 
are as much addicted to “gingerism” 
as men, but the actual victims are dif¬ 
ficult to trace, as essence of ginger Is 
easily purchasable in any chemist’s 
shop by child or grown-up person. 

“It must be a very vitiated taste 
that can endure large doses of tinc¬ 
ture of ginger,” said a(Wholesale chem¬ 
ist. “But, of course,' the same can 
be said of most violently acting drugs. 
Once there is a physical demand 
created for a particular stimulant, the 
palate is disregarded. It is the re¬ 
sult which is looked forward to, not 
the immediate impression. In this 
connection at least the ordinary al¬ 
coholic drinker is more sane than the 
morphia taker or the ‘gingerist.’ He 
may put that in his mouth which 
steals away his brains, but at least he 
gets some physical sensation of 
pleasure in the operation. ‘G-inger- 
ism’ is a depraved form of drugging.” 

The result of the practice seems to 
be a negation of the results aimed 
at. A doctor said recently that this 
form of inebriety, after giving relief 
at first, completely disorders the stom¬ 
ach and gives no relief to a busy 
brain.—London Mail.

Great Britain’s Wool Consumption. 

In a recent consular report from 
Nottingham, England, it Is stated that 
the figures of an expert statistician 
there show that there has been a 
great shrinkage in the consumption of 
wool in Great Britain. The average 
per capita since 1890 was given as 
follows; 1890 to 1894, 16.35 pounds: 
1895 to 1899, 17.13 pounds;. 1900 to 
1804, 15.73 pounds. The alleged cause 
is disastrous droughts in Australia 
greatly increasing the price of wool. 
While the consumption declined from 
524,600,000 pounds in 1900 to 466,900,- 
000 in 1904, the estimated consump¬ 
tion of shoddy increased from 130,000,- 
000 pounds in 1900 to 180,000,000 in 
1904. The consumption ol home- 
grown wool has steadily declinpd year 
by year, with only two breaks since 
1870. when it amounted to 150,400,009 
pounds; in 1804 it was only 94,100,000 
pounds. The consumption of foreign 
wool increased year by year in the 
same period, with only one break, 
from 191,200.000 pounds in 1870 to 423,- 
400,000 in 1901. Since then it has 
steadily declined. It is predicted that 
there v/il! be an even greater con¬ 
sumption of shoddy and inevitably less 
consumption of wool in 1905 than in 
1904.

store and Masonic Hall Blown Up. 

Guntersville, Ala.—At 11 o’clock 
Friday night the people of Guntersville 
were rudely awakened by a terrific 
explosion which was followed instant¬ 
ly by a sepond of greater force, which 
shook the foundations of the buildings. 
Those who were yet on the streets 
say that at the sound of the second 
explosion flames shot heavenward fully 
200 feet and Instantly, the Masonic hall 
was ablaze. The building was a two- 
story wooden structure. The upper 
story was used by the Masons and 
Red Men lodges. The lower story was 
used for a store and was at the time 
occupied. The building was blown to 
atoms, parts being scattered over ad¬ 
joining premises. Most of the effects 
of the Masons were saved, having 
been blown some distance and picked 
up by parties. 

The only explosives in the building, 
says the man in charge of the stor<j, 
were a 50-pound can of powder and a 
barrel of kerosene oil. The planks 
from the building blown away have 
very decidedly the odor of burnt pow¬ 
der. 


Killed in Mine. 

Birmingham. Ala.—Alonzo Austin, 
lafely employed by the Pratt Consoli¬ 
dated Coal Company at their mines at 
Horse Creek, was killed by a coal 
shot in the mines at the latter place 
Thursday. At the time of the accident 
another miner by the name of John 
Watkins was working close by the 
unfortunate man. 

From the statement by a younger 
brother who was working in the mine 
when the accident took place It ap¬ 
pears that Austin applied a light to a 
dynamite fuse in order to blast some 
rock, the light seemingly did not ignite 
and he went away from the place for 
a few minutes and returned to make a 
second attempt to light the fuse. He 
was leaning over the dynamite when 
it exploded, and he was Struck and 
killed instantly. 

He was a nephew of C. W. Austin, 
ex-chief of police of Birmingham. The 
deceased was 25 years of age. 


State Files Bill. 

LaFayette, Ala.—Considerable in¬ 
terest was aroused in this comm-unity 
by the filing of a bill in the chancery 
court of Chambers county by the state 
of Alabama against the LaFayette 
.Railway Compa'ny to prevent the lat- 
tei from tearing up its track and dis¬ 
mantling its road. The railroad peo¬ 
ple claim that they cannot operate 
the road profitably, and have a right 
to discontinue operating when this is 
the case. The next session of the 
chancery court is held June 12th, and 
the case will probably be decided at 
that time. 


Hurt in a Runaway. 

Anniston, Ala.—Z. T. Weaver, who 
lives near Wea.vers, had both bones 
of his right leg broken Friday, his 
nose badly lacerated and his head cut 
in a runaway accident on • Noble 
street. Medical attention was given 
him; he was carried home, going as 
far as Weavers by rail. While badly 
hurt, his wounds are not necessarily 
of a fatal character. 


■ To Have a New Warehouse. 

Prattville, Ala.—A tdn thousand dol¬ 
lar warehouse company has been or¬ 
ganized, and the necessary stock has 
been paid up and the erection of the 
building will be commenced in time 
to be finished lor the frrll trade. It 
will buy and sell cotton and fertilizers, 
and do advancing business. The 
warehouse when completed will have 
a storage capacity of six or eight 
thousand bales of cotton. 


Big Award Made. 

Huntsville, Ala.—A judgment for 
fn.OOO was awarded by a jury in the 
United States court Friday in the suit 
of the heirs of J. W. Stutts against 
the Southern railway. Stutts was kill¬ 
ed at the depot in Florence by a wild 
freight car of the Southern and his 
• heirs sued for ?30,000. 


Killed a Man Long Ago. 

Birmingham, Ala.—Joseph Cran¬ 
berry, a former resident of Birming¬ 
ham, according to telegrams received 
in Birmingham, has made a confession 
to the police at Butte, Mont., that in 
1888 he killed a man in Birmingham. 
The messages received here announce 
also that at periods Granberry is not 
in his senses, and has attempted his 
life. It is stated that upon hearing 
newsboys call out "All about the mur¬ 
der,” that he made an effort to throw 
himself out of a window and was pre¬ 
vented by an oficer. 

Granberry killed a man named Tom 
Lewis on the corner of First avenue 
and Nineteenth street, sixteen years 
ago. People who remember the kill¬ 
ing say that Granberry was Justifiable 
and that if brought back he could not 
be convicted. No efforts are being 
made to have the man brought back 
for trial. He Is of good family and 
married Into a prominent family at 
Columbia, Tenn. 


Died on Table. 

Union Springs, Ala.—Geor.ge Wright 
died suddenly here Thursday at the 
sanitarium. He was a* brother of Mr. 
•John W. Wright, whose family resides 
here, and was engaged in railroad con¬ 
struction in Tennessee. He received 
an injury recently that incapacitated 
him for work and made a surgical 
operation neoftssary. He expired while 
on the operilfing table and under the 
influence of chloroform. 

W. E. Lightfoot, of this county, was 
bitten on the forefinger of his left 
hand a few days ago by a rattlesnake. 
He was in town to receive medical at¬ 
tention and said he had suffered 
gieatly from the effects of the snake 
bile. 


Leg Broken When Car Lever Slips. 

Gadsden, Ala.—James Powell, sec¬ 
tion foreman on the Nashville, Chat¬ 
tanooga and St. Louis road, happened 
to a bed accident at Littleton Friday 
morning while assisting in the placing 
of a loaded car back on the track. 
Mr. Powell and the regular train crew 
were trying to get the car on the track 
and were using a jack to aid them. 
Finally the jack was placed on a loose 
cross-tie, which was thrown violently 
to one side when the jack slipped off, 
striking Mr. Powell on the left leg 
and breaking It just above the ankle. 


Successful Raid. 

Troy, Ala.—Deputy Collector Rus¬ 
sell and Deputy Marshall Collier have 
returned from a raid in Houston coun¬ 
ty. They raided an illicit distillery 
near Cottonwood, said to belong to 
Walker Mercer, destroying two com¬ 
plete outfits and a quantity of beer 
and rum. Mercer was brought before 
Commissioner Tutwiier, pleaded guilty 
and was bound over to the fall term of 
Un.ited States court, to await the ac¬ 
tion of the federal grand jury. 


Carpenter Confesses. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala.—,Iohn Carpenter, 
the negro who has just been tried for 
the killing of Stewart Champion, has 
been sentenced. The death sentence 
was pronounced by Judge Foster, and 
the time set wds the 23rd of June. 
When Carpenter heard the sentence ho 
became excited, but had very little to 
sa.v. He denle.l the crime, but said 
it was all right. Later when being 
escorted to the jail by Deputy Latham 
and his attorney he admitted that it 
was he that shot and killed Mr. 
Champion. 


Greensboro Tragedy. 

Greensboro, Ala.—In a difficulty 
Thursday night on the streets in this 
place, j'tist before midni.ght, Bolin Dug¬ 
ger shot with a pistol and instantly 
killed Fred Breitenbach. 

Dugger is the son of Sheriff G. W. 
Dugger, and is a young man 18 years 
old. Breitenbach was a printer 
about the same age. 

The affair is a great shock to this 
cc.romunity, and is very much deplored 
by the friends of all parties. Dugger 
immediately gave himself up and is 
now in custody. 


Surveyors Out for New Railroad. 

Huntsville, Ala.—News has reached 
here that a party of surveyors have 
left. Shelbyville coming toward Hunts¬ 
ville surveying the route of the Nash¬ 
ville and Huntsville Interurban Rail¬ 
way. The right of way for the road 
has been secured through Lincoln 
county into the northern part of Madi¬ 
son and the surveying party is expect¬ 
ed here in a short while. 


Shipping Strawberriss North. 

Cullman, Ala.—The first carload 
shipment of strai.vberries has been 
made by Charles Deppe, manager of 
the German Farmers’ Association. 
They were consigned to Turnbull & 
Co., Detroit. Mich. 


Fifth Weli. 

Huntsville, Ala.—The New Tork- 
Aiabama Oil Company has begun 
drilling a fifth well at Hazle Green. 
The company is following the instruc¬ 
tions of government geological ex¬ 
perts in locating its wells and has not 
failed to find natural gas in any of 
them. 


Bridgeman Killed. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala.—Chisolm, a 
night bridge watchman employed by 
Iho Alabama Great Southern railway, 
was knocked off a trestle about six 
miles south o^ this place by the Pan- 
American apd killed instantly late 
I'hursday afternoon. It seems that 
Chisolm was inspecting the trestle 
wl on he discovered it was afire. He 
had extinguished the flames and was 
crawlin.g up between the cross-ties. 
He-was deaf and did not hear the ap¬ 
proaching train. His body was dash- 
c.'l into the bottom of the stream. 
The train backed up and brougljt the 
mangled body to the city. The de¬ 
ceased is survived by a w'ife and sev¬ 
eral children, who reside here. 


Four Were Killed. 

Philadelphia, Pa.—Four men were 
killed, one wuis fatally injured and 
tw'o more were more or leas seriously 
burned today by the collapse of an 
immense gas holder at the Poinr, 
Breeze works of the United Gas Im¬ 
provement company, in the southern 
part of tile city. 


PROTESTING AGAINST RATE RE¬ 
DUCTION. 

Atlanta, Ga.—The recent proposition 
of J. Pope Brown, chairman of the 
Georgia railroad cc,mmission, to re¬ 
duce the passenger rate in Georgia 
from three to two cents per mile was 
protested against by the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, the Order 
of Railway Conductors, and unions of 
the blacksmiths, machinists and tele 
graphers, boilermakers, raihvay train¬ 
men, carpenters and Joiners, clerks 
and car ' men. These organizations 
employed an attorney especially to 
■represent them, who urged that suen 
a reduction would w’ork against the 
prosperity of the state and lead to a 
reduction in the number of railroat 
employes as well as of their wages. 
The Travelers’ Protective Association 
also protested that a reduction as pro¬ 
posed W'ould result in fewer trains and 
poorer service.—Special Dispatch to 
the New York New« Bureau. 


Negro is Lynched by Northern Mob. 

Cairo, III.—Tom -Witherspoon, a ne¬ 
gro, was taken from officers at Bel¬ 
mont, Mo., flfteen miles below Cairo, 
Friday evening by a mob of several 
hundred persons and hanged in the 
public square to a large swing. Fri¬ 
day morning a negro, said to be With¬ 
erspoon, who only recently returned 
from the penitentiary, went to the 
home of Fred Hess, three miles below 
Belmont, and at the point of a rifle 
demanded ?GOO. Hoss, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Missouri legislature, told 
the negro that he did not have that 
much money in the house. The negro 
ordered him to go to Belmont and get 
the money. He compelled Hess to 
hitch up a horse and buggy, and or¬ 
dered him to get in with his wife and 
child. 

The negro then saddled another 
horse, and mounting told Hess to 
drive toward Belmont, and when near 
the place the negro forced Mrs. Hess 
and child to get out of the btiggy and 
enter a deserted shanty. The negro 
then told Hess to drive to Belmont and 
tc send the money back by a negro 
preacher inside of an hour or he 
would kill his wife and child. 

Hess hurried to Belmont and got 
the money and sent It back with a 
negro preacher. The desperado im¬ 
mediately mounted a horse and rode 
up the Iron Mountain railroad tracks. 
A posse was organized at once by 
Belmont and Columbus citizens, and a 
small party followed the negro on a 
switch engine and discovered that he 
took refuge in the swamps around 
First Lake. He was captured and 
taken to Belmont by the officers. A 
mob of several hundred persons had 
formed in Belmont, and they imme¬ 
diately took charge of the negro, and 
despite his begging and pleadings, they 
rushed him into the public square and 
secured a rope from a large swing 
and strung the negro up as the guilty 
man. 


LIVES LOST 


A New Court House. 

Prattville, Ala.—The board of reve¬ 
nue has signed contracts with M. T. 
Leuman & Co., of I..or;isville, Ky., for 
the building of the new court house,' 
and" with Dobson & Bynum, of Moni- 
gomery, Ala., for the jail. It Is under¬ 
stood work on each of these buildings 
will be begun at once. On account of 
the work necessary on the court house, 
it is likely tha contractors will be one 
year in building it. 

The Planters’ Warehouse Company 
was organized here a few days ago and 
will erect a warehouse w'ith a capaci¬ 
ty of six or eight thousand bales of 
cotton. It is understood this company 
will buy and sell cotton and fertilizers 
and farmers’ supplies generally. It 
■n'ill be ready for the fall business. 

The Alabama Central railway, be¬ 
tween Booth and Autaugaville, in this 
county, will put on a regular schedule 
lor passengers in about six days. At 
present only freight trains are being 
■run. When the regular schedule is 
pirt on, it is understood the trains will 
run through to Montgomery. 


Paris Is Acquitted. 

Birmingham, Ala.—Coroner W. D. 
Paris has been acquitted on a charge 
of embezzlement brought by .Joseph 
Poggiana, one of the administrators 
of an Italian who met his death in the 
Vwginia mine in the awful explosion 
of February 20. 

A warrant was sworn out against 
the coroner charging him with embez¬ 
zling $74 which amount was taken 
from the pockets of one of the vic¬ 
tims of the mine explosion. The 
coroner denied the allegation, claim¬ 
ing that no claim had been made offi¬ 
cially for the money.

“But I don’t want the doctor,” in¬ 
sisted the high-strung girl, -who bcl 
came oven more nervous when her 
mother persisted in her purpose. The 
family physician arrived in the course 
of an hour. Ho >found Miss Herrin 
nervous and unduly excited, but made 
light of her condition. 

“A slight operation will be neces¬ 
sary,” be said. 

Miss Herrin screamed a violent pro¬ 
test. The doctor endeavored to reas¬ 
sure her, but she wont into liysterics 
and violent convulsions followed.

But iu his fury he snapped the 
weapon time and again at the little 
cliildren, who stood in a group, witli 
blanched faces and streaming eyes, 
looking alternately at the body of their 
dead mother on the floor and at their 
father, from whose breast jets of blood 
were spurting toward tlieiu. 

That Hill lived an instant after in¬ 
flicting the wounds upon himself is a 
mystery to surgeons -wlio have exam¬ 
ined his body and followed the courses 
of the bullets. Until an instant before 
he fell and died the murderous-minded 
maniac did bis utmost to wipe out his 
entire family. 

Hill had been in ill health for several 
months, but his home life 'U’as happy 
and he seemed to be a devoted husband 
and father. Recently he became mo¬ 
rose and manifested signs of insanity. 
Insomnia aggravated his mental disor¬ 
der. He was especially re.stless that 
night, and insisted upon keeping his 
wife and the children awake. Toward 
morning he became more composed, 
and the children went to sleep. His 
wife, however, remained up to nurse 
hiiur; 

Just before daylight she decided to 
give to her liusbaiul a sleeping potion. 
■iVhile she was preparing the medicine 
and had her .back to him Hill quietly 
opened the bureau drawer and took 
out a 38-calibre revolver. AVithout a 
word of warning be tired as she turned 
toward him medicine in hand. Three 
bullets entered her body. Two pierced 
iier lungs and the third her heart. 
AA'ith a scream she sank to the floor 
lifeless. 

The eight children were in adjoining 
rooms, .\roused by the sound of the 
shots they rushed into the room where 
the murder had been committed. Their 
father, hi.s face distorted by fury, 
stood in the middle of tbe room with 
the muzzle of the weapon pointing at 
his breast. Before any of the young¬ 
sters could raise a cry there were three 
loud reports. Hill staggered, but did 
not fall. Then he turned the pistol on 
the eight children, and snapped the 
hammer until he dropped lifeless be¬ 
side his murdered ■uife. 

Collcffo Suicide or Murder. 

Now Haven, Conn.-Intense' excite¬ 
ment has been created among tbe fac¬ 
ulty and students in Yale by the mys¬ 
terious death of Arthur Haserot, a 
Y'ale senior,- son of a Cleveland mil¬ 
lionaire, whose body ■was found in his 
room in AA'^elch Hall, one of the cam¬ 
pus dormitories, with a bullet bole in 
tbe right temple. The closest investi¬ 
gation has shown that there was no 
reason why the young man should kill 
himself, yet it was said the authorities 
Inclined to this belief. A revolver -n-itli 
one exploded shell ■was found iu the 
room. 

Haserot was oue of the most popular 
students in Yale. He was studious and 
took an active part in athletics. He 
was favored of the student body be¬ 
cause of bis frequent and costly enter¬ 
tainments. He was a leader in the so¬ 
cial doings of Ihe students, and many 
times in the last winter he was a guest 
iu the most exclusive circles iu New 
Y^ork City. 

Every effort was made to hush up 
the details of the case. After the body 
liad been viewed l)y the medical exam¬ 
iner it was quietly removed to an. un¬ 
dertaker’s place, and further than tbe 
fact tliat tbe young man was found 
dejid nothing official has been given 
out. 

The body was found by Roy AAL 
Hemiiigway, of Syracuse, N. Y. He 
was Haserot’s roommate. Hemingway 
said that his chum attended his first 
recitation as usual and seemed to be in 
liis usual good spirits. He bad never 
intimated even that he -was despondent, 
and in all their acquaintance Heming¬ 
way said he liad not heard the young 
man talk of siiici'Je. Hemingway, 
while reluctant to think the youth was 
murdered, averred that the indications 
pointed to a crime.

Chicago, I III. — Tim commiltoe ap¬ 
pointed by tho labor luiions obtained 
an interview .willi President Roosevelt 
late in llie afternoon and came away 
with a rebuke for tho way in wliich it 
referred to tho United States Army in 
its protest ami witli a declaration from 
llie President that Mayor Dunne and 
oilier aiitliorities would bo uplield in 
every attempf to suppress mob violence 
and maintain law and order. 

President Roosevelt, after a busy 
twelve hours in the city, left at 12.R> 
o'clock at niglit over tlie Pennsylvania 
lino for AA'ashington, D. C. 

Tlic labor imion.s’ committee was 
sent to lodge a protest against tlie ein- 
ploynient of tlie Federal troops for 
wiiicli, tlic unionists alleged, it was 
the plan ot tlie employers to ask. The 
nieiiiliors of tbe committee were Cor¬ 
nelius P. Shea, President of the Inter¬ 
national Brotlierliood of Teamsters; 
Charles Dodd, President of tbe Clii- 
cago Federation of Labor; Joseph 
O’Neill, Vice-President of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor; T. P. Quinn, a 
inembor of tlie Canvassers’ Union, and 
T. Riekert. President of tlie Garment 
AA'orker.s’ . International Union. The 
conimiltec, President Roosevelt, and 
Secretary Ixieb were tlie only persons 
at the coiifereiico. The aocomit of 
what passed was given out by Secre¬ 
tary Loob; 

■ Mr. Shea, acting as spokesman, said: 

“AA'e are lierc as a committee to pre¬ 
sent to you a statement of our position 
in tills controver.sy between the Em¬ 
ployers’ Association and the Teams¬ 
ters’ j\..ssociation. AA^e liave understood 
tliat tliey bad asked your aid for bring¬ 
ing Federal troops to Cliicago.” 

The President took tbe petition, read 
It. and said: 

“I have read the petition, the conclu- 
•sioii of which is a request for a hear¬ 
ing before any action be taken by the 
President relating to the Chicago strike 
situation. As yet no suggestion of any 
kind lias come to mo from any source 
that I should take any action. Of the 
merits of the case I am wholly ignor¬ 
ant. I have no knowledge of what the 
situation is or of what steps should 
liropcriy be taken to end it. I feci, 
however, that in view of- one state¬ 
ment, or .series ot statements, in j’our 
letter I ought to say tliis: 

“I regret that you should in the let¬ 
ter have spoken at all of tho nse of tlie 
Federal Army, as yon have there spo¬ 
ken. No request has been made to me 
for action by the Federal Government, 
but at the same time, Mr. Shea, as you 
have in this comnimiicatioii brought up 
that matter, I want to say one thing 
with all the emphasis in my power. In 
upholding the law and order, in doing 
what he is able to do to suppress mob 
violence iiv any shape or way, the 
Mayor of Cliicago. Mayor Dunne, has 
my hearty support. I am glad to be 
able to sa.v this to .vou, gentlemen, be¬ 
fore 1 say it to another body. 

“Now, let me repeat that I know 
nothing of the facts of the situation. 1 
know nothing of tho right or wrong of 
the points at issue. AA’hat I have to 
say is based partly upon wliat I regard 
as tbe unfortunate phrasing of a letter 
presented to the President of the Uni¬ 
ted States. 

“I have not been called upon to in¬ 
terfere in any way, but you must not 
niisiinderstaiid my nttiliule. In every 
effort of Mniii-or Dunne to prevent vio¬ 
lence by mobs or individuals, to see 
that tlie laws are obeyed, and that or¬ 
der is preserved be lias the kearty sup¬ 
port of the President of the United 
States, and, in my judgment, he should 
have that of every good citizen of the 
United States. Now, gentlemen, it 
har b-eon a great pleasure to see yon, 
and I am glad to have had the chance 
to say this to you.” ’ 

The arrival of President Roosevelt 
hero was celebrated b.v rioting, in 
which George S. Pierce, a union team¬ 
ster, was shot and killed and several 
non-union workers ■were sevcrel.y in¬ 
jured. Two were shot and live stabli-cd 
iu a fight begun by union teamsters. 

Great crowds lined the streets here 
to get a glimpse of President Roosevelt 
on his rvay home from his hunting 
trip. The genera! estoein in which the 
Chief Magistrate of the Nation is held 
■was visible tlirongliout ilie line of 
march from the railroad station to the 
hotel. The address of the President 
at the mislelny Iniiclieon at the Mer¬ 
chants’ Club, and bis later .speech to 
the members -and guests of tho Ham¬ 
ilton, bristled with such stnrcl.v Ameri¬ 
can sentiment that even bis political 
opponents, who bad come to criticise, 
wore forced to give him the full meed 
of praise for his patriotism. 

Chief of Police O’Neil preceded tho 
President’s procession in a carriage 
and personally supervised the arrange¬ 
ments and saw that tlio streets were 
clear. In the advance of the line of 
carriages were fifty mounted police, 
the pick of the department. Behind 
the President’s carriage rode eiglit 
delective sergeants in two carriage.". 
They were the President’s personal 
bodyguard.

Hari'isburg, Penn.--Tlie Eastern Ex¬ 
press of llie Pennsylvania Railroad, 
going west, ran into an east-bound 
freiglit train at i.lO o'clock in tbe 
morning in South Harrisluirg. 

Two cars of the freight were loaded 
with dynamite and Ibree terrific ex¬ 
plosions followed. 

Both trains were piled in a mass of 
wreckage, wliieli iiiimedialel.v took fire, 
and many siiialler explosioiis occurred. 

Tile fire resulting from llio wreck 
was so fierce and llin explosions were 
so frequent that the firemen could 
not get near to the burning wreck. 

Tlic force of tlio explosion was so 
terrific that tbe passenger train was 
demolished. 

Many of the people on tho train were 
blown to atoms and no trace of them 
will ever be found. 

Alaiiy of -those who were not killed 
outright wore canglit in tho burning 
debris of the wreck and their bodies 
were cremated. 

Owing to the fierceness of tbe fire 
and the frequent explosions it was 
with difficulty that aid could be given 
to the surviving passengers. 

All sorts of vehicles were pressed 
into service and the injured were at 
once carried to this city and taken 
to the iiospitals. The disaster occurred 
about three miles .soutli of here. It 
is said that the locomotive jumped 
the track and plunged into the freight 
cars. 

The wreckage was ablaze and un¬ 
approachable at 3.30 a. ni. Many of 
the passengers and some iiiombers of 
llie train crews were pinned in it, and 
small explosions occurred continually. 

AAGien the lirst explosion occurred 
bodies were tlii’own clear out of the 
berths in the sleeping cars, many 
landing down the railroad embank¬ 
ment and some'even being Iinrled into 
the Snsquelianna River, wliich- paral¬ 
lels the railroad in that locality. 

All the physicians of the city pro¬ 
curable were summoned. 

A fire alarm sounded and the firemen 
arrived, to find tliemselves practically 
helpless in the work of rescue. 

The Harrisburg Hospital soon be¬ 
came overcrowded. A special train 
was made up and brought injured and 
dying to the Union Station. Many of 
tho injured were taken to private 
houses. 

The Harrlisburg Traction Company 
I’aii out a number of cars from its 
South Harri.sburg barns and used them 
to bring the injured to tlic hospital. 


TAVO KILLED ON ELEVATOR. 


Clerk, Apparently Ill, Falls Bofoi’e 
Train—Jlotornian Crushed. 

New York City.—Two men were in¬ 
stantly killed in separate accidents on 
the elevated railroads. Elijah .Tones, 
Jr., of 937 East One Hundred and 
Fifty-sixth street, a clerk in the Cotton 
Exchange, fell before a iiortb-bound 
train from the station platform at 
Eighth avenue and One Hiindred and 
Fortieth street directly before a train 
at 8.30 o’clock at niglit.

■about over tlie floors of tlie oars and 
in some instances wlioie .boxes of 
tags have been found in the corners 
■ of the ears.

HIS is an age of individualism in thought as well as in action, 
in philosophy as well as in business, in religion as well as in 
politics, and there are dangers which attend a one-sided em¬ 
phasis even upon so important a thing as the individual con¬ 
science if it leads to the neglect of public standards of right 
and duty. 

The man who tolerates corruption becomes himself as 
corrupt in heart, if not in action. The fight for commercial 
and political honor is no defensive warfare in which we can 
be content to possess our individual souls, like so many fortresses in a hostile 
country. 

The difficulty of keeping our standards of business and of politics pure to¬ 
day is, I think, greater than it has been in any previous generation. 

Our industrial machinery and our political machinery are both excellent 
in their way, but no industrial or political machinery, however good, can take 
the place of public spirit and self-devotion. And when the existence of such 
machinery is made an excuse for letting public spirit and devotion go unused, 
it constitutes a menace Instead of a safeguard to the future of the body politic.

No matter vyhat that oc¬ 
cupation may be, as long as there is a real Itome and as long as those who 
make up that iiome do their duty to one another, to their neighbors, and to the 
state, it is Of minor consequence whether the man’s trade is plied in the coun¬ 
try or in the city, whether it calls for the work of the hands or for the work of 
the head. 

But the nation is in a bad way if there i^ no real host®, if the family Is 
not of the right kind; if the man is not a good husband and father, if he is bru¬ 
tal or cowardly or selfish; if the woman has lost her sense of duty, if she is 
sunk in vapid self-indulgence or has let her nature be twisted so that she pre¬ 
fers a sterile pseudo-intellectuality to that great and beautiful development of 
character which comes onjy to those whose lives know the fullness of duty 
done, of effort made, and self-sacrifice undergone. 

In the last analysis the welfare of the state depends absolutely upon 
whether or not the average family, the average man and woman and their chil¬ 
dren, represent the kind of citizenship fit for the foundation of a great nation, 
and if we fail to appreciate this we fail co appreciate the root morality upom 
which all healthy civilization is based. 

No piled-np wealth, no splendor of material growth, no brilliance of artis¬ 
tic development, will permanently avail any people unless its home life is 
healthy, unless the average man posssesses honesty, courage, common sense 
and decency; unless he works hard and Is willing at need to fight hard, and 
unless the average woman Is a good wife, a good mother, able and willing to 
perform the first and greatest duty of womanhood, able and willing to bear 
and to bring up as they should be brought up, healthy children, sound in body, 
mind, and character, and numerous enough so that the race shall increase, and

Deputies Shot from Ambush. 

Cenlreville, Ala.—At 11 o’clock Fri- 
dayn ight Sherllf Crawford and 
Deputy Sheriff Gardner left through 
the country for Blocton in response to 
a telephone message that Deputy 
Sheriffs Golston and C. H. Cole had 
been shot from ambush. It seems 
that the deputies arrested six of eight 
■white ,men at Blocton and put them 
in jail, and shortly after leaving the 
jail the deputies were fired upon from 
ambush and seriously wounded. They 
■were shot with shotguns, and the 
parties who did the shooting used 
buckshot. 

For more than a year the union 
miners at Blocton have been on a 
strike, and recently they have been 
guilty of many alleged acts of disor¬ 
der. During the latter part of last 
■week an armed body of union men 
drove from the public cemetery at 
Blocton some men who were digging 
a grave for the body of a non-union 
.miner. The union men with pistols, 
knives and shotguns drove the men 
who v.'ere digging the grave from the 
grave after having made them fill up 
a partially dug'grave at the muzzle 
of shotguns. A warrant was sworn 
out for eight of these- union miner.? 
charging them with the common law 
offense of preventing the burial of a 
dead body, and it was under tjieso 
■tt-arrants that the arrests were made 
which led up to the attempted assas¬ 
sination of Deputy Sheriffs Goldston 
and Cole last night.

Accidents at Holt. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala.—Thursday morn¬ 
ing a negro, who was a workman at 
the furnace at Holt, four miles from 
tov/n, was run down by a switch en¬ 
gine'and both of his legs were crush¬ 
ed and his skuli fractured, but during 
the afternoon he died from the ef¬ 
fects of the accident. The Central 
Iron and Coal Company plant was 
seriously damaged by a large fire 
which occurred at Holt. 

The machine shop, a very valuable 
building, was completely destroyed 
by fire about half past .3 o’clock. The, 
fire originated from some molten slag 
which was being hauled out to be 
dumped. On account of a defect in 
the pot, the bottom fell out just as 
the tram was passing the machine 
shop, and the place was flooded with 
the molten matter. The shop at once 
took fire and was consumed before 
any check could be given the flames 
by the fire department. The loss is 
well covered by insurance. 


Cotton Warehouse Burns. 

Opelika, Ala.—The Frazer cotton 
warehouse was destroyed by fire 
causing a loss estimated at $40,000, 
chiefly of the contents, the ■n'arehouse 
being valued at $5,000. The walls of 
the warehouse remain standing. The 
insurance upon the cotton and bull t- 
Ing amounts to $26,000. There is no 
clue to the origin of the fire. 

Bartow Smith has leased the ware¬ 
house for the past fourteen year.s, and 
was asleep in the office at the time 
the fire w'as discovered by a neigh¬ 
bor, who aroused him before he ha:l 
been awakened by the fiames. This 
is the third cotton warehouse to burn 
in this city within two years, the last 
one being the most destructive of the 
three. The firemen spent all day at 
quenching the smoldering fire in the 
cotton bales-, some of which still 
have much good cotton in them.

Warsaw, Poland.—The explosion of 
the bomb in Miodowa street Friday, 
which resulted in the death of the 
Polish shoemaker, Dobrowotski, who 
was carrying it in his pocket, and of 
two detectives and the injury of many 
persons, has excited general indigna¬ 
tion in view of the evident intent 
agaipst the life of Governor General 
Mnximovitch, who it is conceded has 
evinced every desire to aid Poles to 
secure all reasonable concessions. 
The police are conducting a rigorous 
investigation into the affair, and 
there have been many arrests.

Both are comparative 
strangers in this city. 


Negro Was Hanged. 

Columbus, Ga.—William 'Vaughan, a 
negro, was hanged at Seale, Ala., for 
the murder of his wife and his moth¬ 
er. Vaughan was pronounced dead in 
nineteen minutes. 


Two Miners Killed. 

Tuscaloosa.—News has reached here 
of the death of two negro miners at 
Searles, the terminus of the branch 
of the Warrior Southern, running out, 
from this place. The deaths were due 
to a sliding in the mine. The miners 
were caught under this and were kill¬ 
ed before any assistance could be ren¬ 
dered. No further details of the ac¬ 
cident have as yet been ascertained. 


Car Wrecked. 


Bessemer, Ala.—Saturday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock during the heavy rain 
storm a construction car ran into the 
trailer of a regular car on the North 
Bessemer car line between Brighton 
and Fairview, greatly damaging the 
trailer and injuring one negro. All 
the passengers were badly shaken up, 
but with the exception of the negro 
all the others escaped without injury.

M. Pobedonostzeff Says the 
Reform Movement is Rus¬ 
sia’s Downfall. 


STRUGGLE HAS BEEN IN VAIN, 


Declares Government Mad In Allow¬ 
ing People to Play With Ques¬ 
tion of State Like Toys. 

St. Petersburg.-—The power of M. 
Pobedonostzeff, procurator general of 
the holy synod, who for the twenty- 
five years since he Induced Emperor 
Alexander 11 to overthrow Loris Meli- 
koff and abandon his whole reform 
policy, has been dominating the reac¬ 
tionary influence or the Russian 
state, seems shattered at last. He is 
over 80 years of, age, is confined to 
bed, practically continuously; b- 2 - 
lieves he sees everything for which he 
fought slipping away, and is dying an 
emblttefed old man. Yet, with the 
threads of life snapping, he still pro¬ 
tests with all the fire of his remarka¬ 
ble mentality. 

Denominated a Fanatic. 

M. Pobedonostzeff has been denom¬ 
inated a fanatic by the west. The 
gecret of his wonderful sway over th'e 
minds of two emperors has been hi.s 
unshaken belief in and devotion to 
the principles of autocracy and ortho¬ 
doxy as the twin cornerstones of Rus¬ 
sia’s future greatness. Holy Russia, 
he believed with all the intensity of 
his soiil, was destined to dominate 
tho globe, and he was ever fond of 
asserting as he did to Senator Bev¬ 
eridge, of Indiana; “Russia, Russia is 
not a state; Russia is a world.” 

Figuratively, M. Pobedonostzeff spat 
upon the civiliz.atlon of the west. 
Democracy to him was irresponsible 
despo,tlsm, and liberty a license, and 
he was especially hostile to a free 
press. For irresponsiblo editors sit¬ 
ting in judgment -on any and every¬ 
thing, and lightly fomenting trouble, 
and International strife for which a 
monarch would be dethroned, and re¬ 
sponsible officials disgraced, was to 
him an abomination. 

Victories Were Legion. 

In the council of the empire -for a 
quarter of a century none of the em¬ 
peror’s ministers could hold his own 
against M. Pobedonostzeff, / and his 
victories were legion. With all his 
might and main he struggled in spite 
of failing health against the new re¬ 
form government, and in recent 
months when he was imable to win 
outright he managed at least to se¬ 
cure the appearance of a draw by 
inspiring his imperial .master to bal¬ 
ance the reform rescript with a reac¬ 
tionary manifesto. His last signs 1 
triumph w'as the blocking of the 
scheme of the Metropolitan Antonins 
for a church council, and the restora¬ 
tion of the partriarchatc, and in hav¬ 
ing the satisfaction of seeking its au¬ 
thor practically banished to the Cau¬ 
casus. But the crowning defeat of M. 
Pobedonostzeff came with the impe¬ 
rial ukase striking the shackles from 
religion, the blow being all the harder 
because it was delivered on the an¬ 
niversary of his jubilee as procurator 
genera! of the holy synod. 

Sees Only Ruin Ahead. 

To intimates who are admitted to 
his bedroom, M. Pobedonostzeff talks 
bitterly. He says he washes his 
hands of everything. He sees only 
ruin ahead for church and state. The 
govei'nment, he declares, has gone 
mad, and to allow people to play with 
questions of state, as they would 
with new toys, is deplorable. The 
crisis he attributes to the lack of a 
strong and commanding statesman, 
and he severely blames the emperor 
for his weakness in yielding to the 
importunities of the liberals. On Fri¬ 
day M. Pobedonostzeff said to a 
friend: 

"Ten years ago one of the empe¬ 
ror’s subjects would have been exiles 
to Siberia for what the emperor now 
proclaims in his imperial manifesto.” 


Indian Territory Tragedy. 

Dallas, Tex.—^A special from Gale, 
I. T., says; “A tragedy occurred 
near this city in which one person 
was killed and three badly wounded. 
Mrs. Terrell, with her son, Robert 
Terrell, and his wife, were returning 
home from Durant, I. T., and when 
passing a small branch one mile north 
of here, three shots were fired from 
the roadside shrubbery, at the occu¬ 
pants of the buggy, killing Mrs., Ter¬ 
rell instantly and badly wounding 
young Terrell and his wife. 'Near the 
scene of the tragedy E. AAt white- 
head, stepfather of Terrell’s wife, was 
found with a shotgun wound in the 
abdomen.

How “the Wheels Go Round” in the 

Palace of the Millionaire-Elect— 

Town House, Without Yacht, $200- 

000 a Year—“Martyrdom,” a Georgia 

Visitor Calls It. 

There is a stupendous development 
in fashionable housekeeping, the echo 
of which has not yet reached some 
small towns.- The method and the ex¬ 
pense of running a millionaire’s house 
at the top notch of style is not even 
grasped by those who are delighted 
when their two servants are well 
trained and do not want too many 
days out. 

The average town-house expenses 
range from $2,000 to $4,000 a week. 
This does not include the stable or 
yacht, and of course the matter of 
house rent is not taken into consider¬ 
ation at all, as most lavish entertain¬ 
ers own their own houses. 

The summer house, especially if it 
be at Newport, takes about as much 
as the yearly cost of keeping up an 
establishment is from $100,000 to 
$21)0,000, according to the elaborate¬ 
ness with, which the mistress enter¬ 
tains. 

One daughter of a well known mil¬ 
lionaire has $75,000 a year allowance 
U) run her town house for a little less 
than four months, and this does not 
include her personal expenses, such as 
gowns, or her opera box or stable. 
This comes pretty near the average 
of New York establishments. 

.The American woman who assumes 
this great responsibility must have 
tremendous executive force. She can¬ 
not be an ordinary woman. She can¬ 
not be stupid. If she is unobservlng 
she is a failure. Her house must run 
on wheels that are oiled, and she is 
responsible to her multi-miillionaire 
husband for much of his reputation 
as a successful man. 

It would astonish -the simple-minded 
woman in a little town to foregather 
with such women as Mrs. Hermann 
Oelrichs, Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, 
Jr., and Mrs. John R. Drexel in the 
early morning hours and watch the 
stupendous amount of fine detail 
which these women, personally super¬ 
intend. 

In such houses twenty-four servants 
are considered enough, although Mrs. 
Clarence Mackay employs forty-eight 
in her Long Island house. 

Tho wages of these people are set. 
An additional $5 a month is made to 
New York prices when any one of 
these servants is employed outside of 
New' York and Newport. i Those who 
go to Philadel.phia and Boston are 
given a trip once a month to New 
York, with expenses allowed and 
ticket paid for. They demand this be¬ 
cause of tho unions and societies to 
which they belong in Gotham. 

In the kitchen the cook gets $75 if 
a woman; if a man, $95 a month, al¬ 
though a woman is considered the 
better cook by the greatest house¬ 
keepers. There are only twenty first- 
class women cooks in New York, and 
all of the great loaders in society 
know their names and anxiously await 
an opportunity to get one. 

The butler gets $65 a month. 

When tliere is a housekeeper, her 
regulation price is $1500 a year, and 
she must have a sleeping-room, pri¬ 
vate sitting-room and dining-room 
combined, and hath. 

In the stables the chauffeur gets 
$125 a month, the head coachman $85, 
the carriage groom $60 and the strap¬ 
per $60. 

The butler and the cook in New 
York assume that their salary is neces¬ 
sary for pocket money, and demand, 
besides, a well-furnished room, three 
perfect meals a day, a certain guaran¬ 
teed amount of whiskey or wine, all 
liveries, every piece of laundry—and 
commissions. 

This last provides not merely a lit¬ 
tle extra pocket money, but a snug 
income. Outside of these great estab¬ 
lishments a mistress would gasp at 
such a condition of affairs. The head 
of the twentieth century palace shuts 
her eyes to it. 

■These commissions are handled by 
the head cook, the l)utler, the head 
coachman and , the chauffeur; The 
c'oachman divides with tho strapper, 
the cook keeps her commissions to 
herself, the butler makes his divisions 
according to favoritism. The chauff¬ 
eur divides with the man who, helps 
him. 

“Tell me,” said a Georgian visitor 
in a Newport house, “how the wheels 
go round in these fairy palaces. I 
have a glimmer that the housekeep¬ 
ing in them is as different from ours 
as Buckingham Palace is from a North 
Sea fisherman’s home.” 

“It’s as distinctly laid out,” said 
the Newporter, - “as a set of army 
rules. We are like a lot of sheep. We 
do exactly what the other one does. 
The exact duties of servants have 
bemi firmly fixed by them. The head 
cook prepares all food for the dining¬ 
room and has charge of all kitchen 
accqunts. She keeps a personal ex¬ 
pense book, which I settle once a 
month. The second cook prepares 
meals for the servants and makes the 
bread. The kitchen maid does the 
lesser work' and serves the servants’ 
table. 

“The head laundress does the per¬ 
sonal linen of the family. The second 
laundress does the children’s clothes, 
and she and the assistant laundress 
do the household linen. The servants’ 
laundry is sent out.” 

“One minute,” said the Georgian; 
“what is the average amount of linen 
in a house like this in a week?” 

“About five hundred pieces a week,” 
answered the Newporter. And, ignor¬ 
ing the groan of dismay from her 


guest, she went on with the “regula¬ 
tions.” 

“The head cook is in charge of every 
person below stairs. She hires, dis¬ 
charges, pays wages, hunts references, 
and is responsible for the' good be¬ 
havior of her regiment. The butler 
has official rank with the cook. His 
regiment is upstairs. He also hires, 
pays, controls, discharges and com¬ 
mands. The head housemaid is in 
control of the sleeping floors. 

“It may amuse you very much to 
know that not one of our set of house¬ 
keepers would think of giving an or¬ 
der to any servant but these three.' 
We do not even know the names of 
tho others. If there is a mistake in 
the dining-room the butler is sent for, 
and he criticises the man who made it. 
We observe these rules of etiquette as 
muc'h as we do our visiting and dinner 
engagements.” 

“Some day I shall write “The Mar¬ 
tyrdom of a Millionaire,” said the 
Georgian.—From Ainslee’s Magazine. 


MANY USES OF CAMPHOR. 


Valuable as Sedative or Stimulant— 

Hovir Cultivated and Procured. 

Camphor is used in medicine, both 
outwardly and inwardly, sometimes as 
a temporary stimulant and sometimes 
as a sedative. Everybody has heard 
of the use of camphor drops for per¬ 
sons liable to fainting fits. It is fre¬ 
quently employed in gout and rheuma¬ 
tism. In small doses it acts as an 
anodyne and antispasmodic, but in 
large doses it is an irritant poison. 

'The alcoholic solution and the lin¬ 
iments in which it is the chief in¬ 
gredient, are much used for external 
applications, for sprains and bruises, 
chilblains, and even for incipient 
paralysis. The employment of cam¬ 
phor as a medicine in England, says 
Health, is not very old; it was used in 
Germany before it became known in 
England, and in medical books of the 
last century it ■was called “camphire.” 
All kinds of healing properties were 
ascribed both by English and foreign 
doctors to the drug, of the importa¬ 
tion of which from Japan the Dutch 
had the monopoly. Camphor was said 
to he a powerful antiseptic, to be a 
cure for hypochrondriasis, and to he 
useful in cases of epilepsy. 

It was administered mixed with 
vinegar, or rubbed up with a mucilage 
of gum arable, or combined with a 
certain quantity of sweet almonds. 
There cannot be any doubt that cam¬ 
phor has many medicinal uses, and 
could be ill spared from the pharma¬ 
copoeia, but there is some consolation 
to be found in the fa.ct that it is pos¬ 
sible to prepare artificial camphor by 
the mutual action of hydrochloride 
acid gas and oil of turpentine, which 
produce a white substance possessing 
a camphorlike odor and which is solu¬ 
ble in alcohol. 

Camphor, % condiments and the cor¬ 
dial which he himself invented, and to 
which he gave his own name, were 
the three chief specifics recommended 
for the cure of almost every ailment 
to which human flesh is heir by the 
skilful chemist and fervid republican, 
Raspail. Year after year, in his once 
popular Almanack, the virtues of cam¬ 
phor were extolled, and, could the 
French savant revisit the glimpses of 
the moon, his spirit would be sorely 
troubled by the inteiligenco that, in 
ail probability, there is likely to he 
a scarcity of camphor.. Since the war 
the imports of the odorous drug have 
fallen off to a prodigious extent. It 
is not only, however, on Japan that we 
depend for camphor. 

' Almost all the camphor of com¬ 
merce is the product of the camphor 
laurel, or camphor tree, which is a 
native not only of Japan, but of China, 
Cochin China, and Formosa, and its 
cultivation has been introduced into 
Java and the West Indies, two regions 
which have certainly not been affect¬ 
ed by war in the Far Bast. 

The Chinese camphor tree is found 
in Kwang Si and Sukiea, and affords 
both timber find gum for exportation 
and domestic use. The gum is pro¬ 
cured from the branches, leaves and 
chips by first soaking them in water 
until tho liquid becomes saturated with 
it, tviien it is turned out into an earth¬ 
en basin to coagulate, and undergoes 
other treatment. It comes to market 
in a crude stateT'and is usually again 
refined after reaching Europe. 

There is also an oil extracted from 
camphor, which rarely conies to Eu¬ 
rope and the article made in Borneo 
and Sumatra is so much esteemed in 
the east that even in markets of 
Japan 200 pounds of camphor of the 
latter country used to be given in ex¬ 
change for one pound of the product 
of the former. The Bornean camphor 
is white, like chalk, hut h8.s the same 
smell and taste as that of China and 
Japan. The natives ascribe extraor¬ 
dinary medicinal virtues to it, and fre¬ 
quently hang it, powdered, in bags 
around their waists, wrists and ankles, 
and curiously enough, this use of pow¬ 
dered camphor was strongly advocated 
by Raspail. 

An Obstruction on the Track. 

Alice Brown, 37 years old, fi heavy- 
w'eight seamstress, tied up traffic on 
the Crosstown line at Bedford avenue, 
near South Fourth street, early this 
morning, and it required the combined 
efforts of Policeman Smith of the Bed¬ 
ford avenue station, and four muscular 
volunteers to remove the obstruction 
from the trades. Shortly after 1 o’clock 
Alice placed herself in the centre of 
the down-town tracks, and had been 
there hut a few minutes when a trolley ^ 
car arrived. She scorned the entreat¬ 
ies of the motorman and conductor to 
move, so the officer was called upon. 

When ai'raigned before Magistrate 
Hlgginhothanj in the Lee avenue court 
Alice was in a penitent mood. Slie 
couldn’t remember what had happened 
and on her promise to do better, sent- 
nnpc wag suspended.—Brooklyn Eagle

A Call to Duty. 

kditor Advocate; 

Again 1 ask permission to speak 
to (he voting citizens of Shelby 
'county in regard to the issue of 
it local tax for school funds. The 
time is now upon us to decide 
whether we shall educate our chil¬ 
dren or let them grow up in igno¬ 
rance. Whether they shall be 
classed with the inteliigeivt or the 
Illiterate. 

Alabama has a larger percentage 
Of illiteracy ihan any other state 
in the union. Alabama spends 
less in average attendance than 
any other state. Smaller, newer 
■and poorer states are spending 
much more, for public education 
than Alabama. Almost every 
state in the union has tried taxa 
tion with success. 

We speak of it as a tax, but it is 
■really an investment. Not a tax. 
•An investment that will yield re¬ 
turns. If we employ a teacher to 
teach a private, school, knowing 
that the salary must come from us, 
we do not call the teacher a tax 
•collector, even when he collects 
'much more from the average in¬ 
dividual than would the tax col¬ 
lector under a special levy of 10 
cents on the 100 dollars. 

Our New Constitution reduced 
the rate of taxation ten cents on 
the huudred dollars of taxable 
'■property for general purposes, but 
specially provides that this tax 
-could be reimposed by the vote of 
the people of any county for the 
benefit of the public schools of the 
■county so voting. This was a 
.recognition, to some extent, of the 
principle of local taxation. 

Education op the Negro. 

It is said that if we pay this tax 
some of it will go to the education 
of the negro. Well, the negro is 
already being educated and will be 
if we shut him off entirely from 
our public funds. Very often we 
read of some northern millionare 
.giving thousands of dollars to the 
negroes of the soutli for educa-’ 
■tionnl purposes.- How much do 
they give to the whites of the 
southern states? 

There are thousands of whites 
■who, under the present system, 
can never be thoroughly edu¬ 
cated, and many who can’t get any 
at all. Is It not, indeed, a short¬ 
sighted j olicy that would deny 
the white boys and girls of this 
•county and state the opportunity 
>of getting such an education as 
would fit thei% at least in part, for 
the duties and responsibilities of 
Vlife, merely because a few crumbs 
from our table might fall to some 
’negroes below. 

Voter, think about this matter 
seriously. Other counties are al¬ 
ready enjoying the benefits of this 
tax, and still others have called an 
election on it. In some counties 
the votes east were about 12 to 
1 in favor of the levy. Not’ 
county has voted it down Is it 
possible that our county will not 
do as well as her sister counties? 
Surely not. We need the levy for 
.several reasons. 

Ist. Because we need and must 
Ihave better schools. 

2nd. Because we havn’t money 
• enough to run the schools as long 
, as the law requires. 

3rd. Because teachers will go 
1 to the counties having local taxa- 
tion because they can obtain better 
schools and longer terms. 

So go to the polls next Monday, 
May 29th, and cast your vote, and 
if you have decided to cast your 
vote against the tax, just remember 
that you are probably voting your 
children as well as others into igno¬ 
rance and illiteracy.

HE common house fly (Mus- 

T fi, cn Domestica) is a creature 
O of siicli secretive habits, I 
that althougli from tlie 
'WOW very earliest times lie has 
been with ns, and the most ancient 
writers liave mentioned and described 
liini, still very little was known of his 
origin and history. 

It remained for tlie eminent Bo'ton 
biologist. Dr. A. S. Packard, in 1873, to 
make known its origin, habits and 
transformations from tlie egg tliroiigh 
tile larva state witli its two changes to 
pupa state, tiieii to tlie perfect fly. 

Near the first of August the female 
lays about 120 eggs of n dull gray 
color, seleeiiiig fresh horse manure in 
wliicli to deposit lier eggs, and so se¬ 
cretes tliem that they are rarely seen; 
it takes only twenty-four liours for 
them to Iiateh into the first form of 
larva, a wliite worm one-quarter ot an 
inch in length and one-teiitli in diame¬ 
ter. They feed on tlie decaying matter 
of their environment, and two changes 
or casting of skins occur before they 
turn into the pupa state; this chan,ge 
comes very suddenly. The entire per¬ 
iod from the egg to the pupa state is 
from three to four days. If moist food 
is wanting wlien in tills condition tlie.v 
will eat each other and thus decrease 
their number. Heat and liumidity 
greatly assist tlieir development, ns 
upon careful computation each pound 
of manure around stables and ont- 
lionses develops under favorable comli- 
tioiis over 1000 flies. It is no wonder 
that where these cond^ioivs exist we 
have such a veritable harvest of the 
fly pest. 

In the pupa .state when the fly is 
about to emerge, tlio end of tlie i>npa 
case splits off, making a liole tlu'ougli 
wliicli tile fly pushes a portion of its 
head, but Iiero^lt seems to encounter a 
difficulty; tlie pupa case is too stiff and 
iiard to pass tlirougli, but iiaHire comes 
to its assistance, and a sort of bladder 
like substance forms behind tlio licad. 
wlileli swells out apparently filled with 
air; it acts ns a menus of pu.sliiiig 
away the piuui ease and releases tlie 
fly. IVlien the fly first emerges it runs 
around witli its wings soft, small and 
ba.ggy; it is pale and the colors are 
not .set; its liead rapidly exiiiimi.s and 
tnc' bladder foriiiatloii passes awnj'— 
within a few lioiirs tlie wings grow 
and liardon, it is now a perfect fly. 

The whole time from tlie depositing 
of the egg to tlie perfect fly is not over 
ten days in duration. Many persons 
who observe small flies in midsummer 
suppose tliey are tlio young, but siieli 
is not,the en.se; tliey are (lies tliat arc 
imperfccUy iiouiished in tiie larvae 
and pupa ffates, and do not attain 
full size, in fact, they are the dwarfs 
of their race. ’Tlie male fly differs 
from til."’ I'eranle in tlie front of tlie 
liead between tlio eyes, being at least 
oiie-tliird narrower, though in size the 
female is rather smaller. 

In the pupa state tliey arc often fed 
upon by tlie larvae of some of the 
beetles, notably tliat of tlio carpet bee¬ 
tle, whose pupa, the dreaded buffalo 
“molli,” will attack tlie young fly in 
the pupa case and eating it possess tlie 
case for itself. 

Adult flies like most other creatures 
have parasites of niimite size tliat prey 
upon them; tliese can often be seen as 
presenting small red specks over tho 
liody of tile fly. 

The fly liibornafe.s in winter, but 
with ills usual secretive habit it is very 
difficult to find liiiii in iiis Winter quar¬ 
ters. Witli tile first chill of autumn 
the flies feeling the cold, seek tempor¬ 
ary v.ariiilli ill liouses, and clustering 
to.getlier form bmiclies in the corners 
of walls and otlier places. They are 
then .slii.ggisli and not so active as in 
tile warm weatlier. However, tliey do 
not make a permanent stay indoors, 
but on tlie first mild, sunny day. seek 
tlio windows to get out and find tlieir 
perniaiiciit winter hiding place; many 
prefer to make their homes in tlio 
roots of grass on lawns where they 
hide tliemselves so effectually that the 
ice and snow of winter does no-t de¬ 
stroy them ill tlieir liibernating state. 
If in tile first warm days of spring 
wlieii tlie snow i.s gone and the grass 
on tlie lawns becomes dry and warm, 
loii.g before tlie yellow dandelion sliow.s 
its bead, a close oliserver may see num¬ 
bers of flies crawling up on the grass 
to get the welcome suiisliine, tlieir 
wlugs stamling out stiff and useless, 
but they soon acquire tlie power of 
flight ill the warm rays of the sun. A 
great many days, however, elapse lie- 
fore they appear in the lioiiies of men, 
where they are such unwelcome visit¬ 
ors. 

In recent j'cars the medical profes¬ 
sion liave demonstrated tliat while the 
fly it.self does not propagate disease it 
is one of tlie most industrious carriers 
of disease germs wiiicli liy contact ad- 
liere to ills feet, hairy legs and body, 
disirilmtiii.g lliem to iiiiioceiit victims. 

If every liousekeeper eqnid know all 
lliese interesting facts which have 
never before been bronglit to tlieir at¬ 
tention they would realize tlie impor¬ 
tance of securing tlie very best fly ex¬ 
terminator.

The World’s Beverages. 

The United States leads the world 
in the consumption of coffee; Great 
Britain and her colonies lead in the 
consumption of tea; Germany leads in 
the consumption of beer; Russia in the 
consumption of whiskey and other dis¬ 
tilled spirits, and France in the con¬ 
sumption of wines. This is the show¬ 
ing made by statistics just prepared by 
the department of commerce and lafibr. 
The United States consumed in 1904 
some 961,000,000 bounds of coffee, as 
against 397,000,000 for Germany, 168.- 
060,000 for France, 108, 000,000 for 
Austria, and so on down to 29,500,000 
pounds for the United Kingdom, which 
stands seventh. Clearly we earn our 
right to be called the world’s greatest 
coffee drinkers by a wide margin. 
Our annual per capita consumption of 
coffee Is 11.75 pounds, against 6.65 
pounds per capita for Germany, our 
nearest competitor. The most strik¬ 
ing, though natural, contrast- in these 
stfatistics is afforded liy the 34.73 gal¬ 
lons of the average wine consumption 
in France, and the 0.39 consumption 
in the United Kingdom. 


Held Portfolio 27 Years. 

Baron ’Fon Diedel, who has resigned 
the portfolio of minister of finance in 
the Bavarian government, has held it 
for twenty-seven years, which is 
thought to he without precedent. He 
is now in his seventy-third -year and 
retires for that reason only. He has 
forty-seven years of government ser¬ 
vice behind him.

In his tesiiiiioiiy before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce at 
AVasIiiiigton on M.ay 4, Protessor Hugo 
R. Moyer, of Cliicago University, an 
expert on railroad management, made 
this statement: 

“Let ns look at what miglit h.ave hap¬ 
pened if we had heeded tho protests 
of tho farmers of Now York and Ohio 
and Pennsylvania (in the seventies 
when grain from the 'West be.gan pour¬ 
ing to tlio Aiiaiitic seaboard) and acted 
upon the doctrine which the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has eunnclatcd 
lime and again, that no man may be 
deprived of (he advantages accniliig to 
him by virtue of liis geogrnpliioal po¬ 
sition. AVo could not have west of the 
Mississippi a population of millions of 
people who are prosperous and are 
great consumers. AA'e never should 
have seen tlio years when we built 
10,000 and 12,000 miles of railway, for 
there would have liecn no fanners 
west of the Mississippi River wlio 
could liave used the innJ that would 
have been opened up by the building 
of those railways. And, if we bad not 
seen the years when we could build 
10,000. and 32,000 miles of railway n 
year, wo sliould not have to-day, cast 
of the-Mississippi, a steel and iron 
lirodiioiiig ceiilre wliicli is at once the 
marvel and tlie despair o£ Europe, be¬ 
cause wo could not liave built up a 
steel and iron iiid'j.stry if there had 
been no market for its product. 

“AA’e could not have in New Eng¬ 
land a great boot and shoe industry; 
wo could not liave in New England a 
great cotton milling industry; we could 
not liave spread tlirougliout New York 
and Pennsylvania and Oliio mamifne- 
tnring industries of tlie most diversi¬ 
fied kinds, becanso iliose industries 
would have no market among the farm¬ 
ers west of (lie Mississippi River. 

“.And, wliile the progress of this 
connlry, wliiie tlie dovelopmeut of the 
agrienliiunl AA'est of Ibis country, did 
mean the impairment of the agricul¬ 
tural vajuo oast of tbo Mississippi 
Rives tliat ran up into hundreds of 
inlllioiis of dollar.s, it meant, incl- 
dontnlly, the building 'ap of great uian- 
iifacturing liidu.slries that added to 
the value of tliis laud by thousands ot 
niillioiis of dollars. And, gentlemen, 
these things v.'cro not foreseen in the 
seventies. The statesmen and the pub¬ 
lic men of this country did not see 
wliat part the aL,ricultural develop¬ 
ment of tho West was going to play in 
the Industrial development of the East. 
And, you may read the decisions of 
tho Interstate Coiiiiiieree Comniissioii, 
from the first to tlie last, and wlint is 
one of tiie greatest characteristics ot 
tlioso decisions? The continued in¬ 
ability to see tile questio.i in this large 
way. 

“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
.sloii never can see ar.ytliing more than 
that Hie farm land of some farmer 
is decreasing in value, or, that some 
mail, who iins a flour mill with a pro¬ 
duction of fifty barrels a day, is being 
crowded out. It never can see that 
tho destruction or impairment of farm 
values in this place means the building 
up of farm values in tiiat place, and 
that that siiiftiug of values is a neces¬ 
sary incident to tlie industrial and mau- 
ufaeluriiig developmetit of this coiiii- 
Iry. And, if we shall give to tho Inter¬ 
state Comiiiercc Commission power to 
regulate rates, we shall no longer have 
our rates regulated on the statesman¬ 
like basis on wliieii ibey liave been 
rogul.iled in tlie past 'ly the railway 
men, who vealiy have oeeii great states¬ 
men; who really liave been great build¬ 
ers of empires; who have had an iiii- 
agiiiatioii that rivals tlie iimagiiiatlon 
of the greatc-et poet and of the great¬ 
est inventor, and wl)o have operated 
with a courage and daring that rivals 
tlio courage and daring of tho greatest 
military goiiirral. But we sliail have 
our rales regulated by a body ot civil 
servants, bureauernt.s, whose besot¬ 
ting sill tlie world over, is tliat they 
t-au never grasp a situation in a large 
way and witli the grasp ot the states¬ 
man; tiii.t ihoy never can see the fact 
Hint lliey are confronted with a small 
evil; that that evil is relatively small, 
and that it ceiiiiot be corrected except 
by the -rr.eatioii ot evils and abuses 
wliicli are infinitely greater tlian tho 
one that is to be corrected.”
